Alderman Plummer in explanation of 
thoabive, said that the petition of tat* 
call raon cilled for a big increase.

That was re- 
garded as a request for a large addition- 
al expenditure aud one that the commit 
ted could not recommend. After giving 
tho matter careful consideration it was 
decided that au increase of $25 would be 
fair and acceptable to all the men. 

Ai. other petition was piesruted at this 
stage ot the urocetdii gs.

'ho Newton & Bo ton Street Riilway 
(Jump »ny askiug for locnions for piles 
•n Commonwealth avenue for a feed wire 
o supply power to tbe proposed Welles- 
ey and Boston line. This request is for 
permit to erect a line of poles sr tight, up 
t.ne bou evaid from the p iwr house ou 
Homer street near Walnut. Tue petition- 
eis claim that it is the only way that 
t'ley can supply power to the Wellesley 
& Boston line. 

Alderman Bullard said that in his judg 
cent the board was not in a position to 
au' intelligently upon tbe netition. 

( | \ hearing has been oidereo, he’added, 
on the petition of the Commonwealth 
Avenue Street R dlwav Company for lo- 
cations lor a street rail vay along tbe 
Ooulevard, and the request of another 
company for locations for poles there 
cannot be properly acted upon until the 
decision is reached in regard to granting 
or refusing tbe electric railway franchise 
asked for. I dont't think that cwners of 
abutting property would care for a 
doub'e line of poles. Oa motion of 
Alderman Bullaid the petition of the 
Newton & Boston compauy was received 
and tiled. 

A' 8 55 o’clock, the bo ird went into ex 
ecutive session and shortly thereafter it 
was voted to adjourn.

in. Tbe officers say that never before 
w is there such u cri/.e for riding, and 
the spectator who goes mnply to see the 
fuu, gets the fever aud is soon wobbling 
around with the rest, aud, fortunately f< r 
tiie begiuners, spectators are not often 
allowed. The instructors huve the haul 
est time of it as the new riders have »o 
be held ou, some of them for the entire 
lesson, aud the result is that all are mote 
or less crippled. A rainy day is usually 
the busiest litue as every oue thinks 
everyoue else will stay away, aud conse- 
quently there are hardly instructors and 
bicycles enough to go round. Oae would 
think from the number of different 
makes of wheels, that the market would 
be overstocked, but the number of begiu- 
ners is so large, aud all old riders must 
have the latest wheel, with the lesult 
that most of tho factories have baid 
woik to keep up with their orders. Evi 
duutlv the man or woman that does not 
ride this summer will be ia a very small 
minority.

Cottage Farm anil Faneuil. 

To the Editor of tho Graphic:— 

Reading your article in issue of March 
22d about increase of railroad stations 
on the B. & A. road, and your comments 
upon the too frequent stoppiug of trains 
to accommodate the very few who get off 
and on at Cottage Farm aud Faueuil sta- 
tions, which is out of all reason to the 
majoiity, brings to my reflections what 
I learned many years ago on inquiry, 

In the early life of the Boston & Wor 
cester R. R , Cottage Farm station was 
adopted simply to accommodate the 
Bears, Lawrence, and other families who 
owned almost all the contiguous terri- 
tory and who breathed all the air there 
at their summer homes. They held the 
land against all comers, asking one 
dollar, and more, per foot. Of course 
outsiders could not obtain a nearby resi 
deuce. Tbe time has elapsed ; the time 
waited for to produce one dollar a foot. 
Aud still Cottage Farm don’t grow v ry 
rapidly. And still people all along the 
road pay tribute to ihe Lords of the 
Manor, or their successors. 

I also learned that the families named 
with others interested, were large 
owners iu, and had great power in the 
management of the B. cfc A., hence ihe 
Cottage Farmers, or laud owners de- 
manded and got a very fine and valu ible 
tight to stop a full train to allow some 
one or three members to alight from 
every train out and in. This is all right— 
let it go. But as I read — tbe cost of 
stoppiug a rnlroad train at a station and 
tbe starting up of it again is not less 
'ban twenty-five dollars of cost to the 
m uiigerueut. Will some of our High 
school boys figure out how much it has 
cost the U. ifc A. for forty vears, say to 
the present time? As for Faneuil sta 
tiou it must be built up, too, arouud 
about . 

Uufortunate speculation and begin- 
ning— Faueuil was begun too soon; had 
rime been given like uuto Cottage Farm 
iuvesimeut, the laud there today might 
oe held at one dollar a foot and no 
comers. We citizens of the Newtons 
must not c implain, but listeu patiently 
md hear the grind of the wheels as the 
breaks slop the cars to let off and on the 
lew to ihe tediousness of tbe many.

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CHMSTKUT HILL’S NEW CLUB. 


IT8 HOORH WILL I»R THROWN OPEN ON 
8 ATUIIDAY TO ITS MKMIIKKH. 


Next Saturday the new Cheatnut Hill 
club will throw opon its doors to its 
members. 

It is a oozy building but a minute’s 
walk to the entrance, and as you enter 
the broad door, only a few steps above 
the level of theRrouud, you And your- 
self in one of the prettiest clubhouses in 
Newton. 

To the right of the hallway is the 
woman’s room, tastefully papered in 
delioato green and pink. This room is 
for the special use of tho fair sex, there 
being a number who are members. The 
furniture is pretty though simple. 

On the other side of the hall way, di- 
rectly opposite tbe woman’s room is the 
reception room. A large rug in the cen- 
ter of the floor attracts the eye. On a 
table can be found wriciug materials; 
chairs are set about the room, there be- 
ing two of the reclining order among 
the number. The windows have nile 
green shades, with laoe curtains, and the 
whole suggests a homelike feeling. 

The large hall, just off the hallway 
and facing it, is 55 feet long by 35 feet 
wide. Its ceiling is the bare timbers, 
stained a dark brown, and tho effect is 
delightful though in striking contrast 
with the light yellowish oolor of the 
floor aud walls, A stage about three 
feet high in the rear of the hnll is suffi- 
ciently large for entertainments and the 
like. Under tho stage may be placed in 
a few minutes all tbe cbaiis iu the hall, 
thus giving the whole floor space for 
dancing. 

From tho stage is a door with glass 
panels leading out on the veranda, from 
which may be viewed tho various games 
in the large field exteudiug nearly 500 
feet in the rear. 

There is a stairway from the Btage 
leading downstairs to the kitchen, but 
this is not for ordinary use. The proper 
way to descend iB just after coming in 
the door. Shower baths and dressing 
rooms, with about two dozen lockers oo- 
cupy nearly one side of the basement. 
Beyond tho dressing rooms is tbe kitch- 
en. Bowliog alleys occupy the extreme 
left of the basement, and they are un- 
surpassed. The alleys are known as 
adjustable, boing so arranged that they 
can bo readily levelled should they by 
some accident or otherwise get out of 
order. There is plenty room for spec- 
tators to watch the sport, and the chairs 
are arranged on oue side of the alleys 
for that purpose. 

Upstairs above the hallway are the 
rooms for card playing and billiard aud 
pool games. The latter are confined to 
one room. From the billiard room is a 
glass paneled door, leading one into a 
pretty little balcony, from which can be 
be seen all that is going on on the floor 
of tbe large hall beneath. 

The card room has windows looking 
into tbe hall, and in times of a crowded 
house many persons may witness what 
is going on in the hall from either this 
room or the billiard room. • 

Tbe walls half way to the ceiling on 
the upper floors are of a terra cotta color. 
The doors throughout are of cherry, with 
a few exceptions, and all blend together 
to a nicety. 

Eleotiicity is used for lightiug aud 
steam radiators are around the building 
in sufficiency. Everything is first-class 
and is a credit to the committee haviug 
charge of the work. 

From tho windows can be seen all tbe 
surrounding neighborhood, aud the light 
obtained from them is all one could de- 
sire. Each part of tho house is iu keep- 
ing with tbe other, and a general air of 
good taste pervades the eutire building. 

The large lot of land in tbe front of 
the house will be laid out for teunis and 
oroquet courts, there being a dozen of 
good players iu both games among tho 
members. In the rear is the baseball 
and football field. The club, it might be 
said, will devote its energies to the pro- 
motion of all outdoor sports ns well as 
to tbe social side of Chestnut Hill life. 

The club has four kinds of members; 
family, juuior, bachelor aud non-resi- 
dent. The first uamed are assessed an- 
nually $25, juniors pay $10, bachelor 
members pay $15, though the initiation 
fee is the same ns a family membership, 
$25. The uon-ieaideut nn mbers pay $10 
for initiation and $10 yearly. 

The president ol the club is Hon. John 
Lowell. Kichnrd M. SillonstalJ, sou of 
Hon. Leveret Saltoustall, is vice-presi- 
dent. The treasurer, Fraucm W. Lee, is 
treasurer of the Couutry Club. Ch rles 
H. Burrago fills the positiou of secre- 
tary. 

The executive coramitee consists of 
Mrs. William R. Dupee, Mrs. Horace S. 
Frnz^r, Mrs. John Lowell, Jr., William 
E. Cox, 8. II. Fessenden, Jr., aud Amory 
D. Wainwright. 

Tbe buildiug committee iucludes W. 
U. Aspinwall, S. H. Fessenden, Jr., Os 
born Howes, Francis W. Lee aud Charles 
8. Miller, 

The house committee eonsists of Mrs. 
John Lowell, Jr., Mrs. II. 8. Fruzer, S. 
H. Fessenden, Jr., Armory D. Wain- 
wright, aud Charles H. Burrage.

1118 COUNTRY HONORS HIM. 

TESTIMONIAL TO THE AUTHOR OF 
AMERICA — TRIBUTES FROM MANY DIS- 
TINGUIHIIF.I) MEN— SPEECH OF OR. 
HOVKY. 


The long contemplated testimonial to 
Rev. Dr. S. F. Smith, author of the 
national hymn, “America,” took plaoe 
Wednesday in Music Hall, Boston. 
While much attention had been paid to 
the arrangements for tbe eveut, it was to 
a great extent a simple and spontaneous 
tribute from the hearts of the people, 
and great interest was manifested by all 
classes. Music Hall was well filled at 
the opening exeroises iu the afternoon, 
which consisted of aa entertainment for 
school obildren. Curtis Guild, chairman 
of the executive committee, presided, 
and happily and luformally addressed a 
large gathering of ohildrou, introducing 
to them the venerable author, who 
briefly expressed bis gratification at 
tbeir presence in hiB honor. Mrs, Smith 
was also present. There was a oborus 
of 200 sobool children, also music by 
Baldwin’s oadet band, solos by Mrs. 
Jennie Patrick Walker and Josopb L. 
White, and remarks by Rev. Dr. Edward 
Hale, Rev. Dr, Lorimor, Prof. H. H. 
Lincoln and others. 

The celebration was continued iu the 
evening, wbon another big audience 
gathered in Musio Hall to listen to ad- 
dresses from eloquent speakers, which 
were interspersed with inspiring music. 
Curtis Guild, Jr., called tho meeting to 
order, and after Prof. Harris of Andover 
had invoked tho diviuo blessing, in- 
troduced Gov. Greoubalge to preside. 
Tho “Hallelujah” chorus was sung by 
125 voices from the Handel and Haydn 
Society, conducted by Carl Zorrahn, 
after which Rev. Dr. Smith told anew 
the story of “America,” practically as he 
had given it in the afternoon. Dr. 
Smith’s peroration was eloquent. Tho 
audience applauded wildly at the con- 
clusion of his remarks, 

Ex-Gov. Long delivered an eloquent 
address and the Harvard Glee Club fol- 
lowed iu a fine rendition of an original 
ode written by Henry O’Meara. They 
were encoted. Col. A. A. Pope spoke 
patriotically upon America from a 
soldier’s point of view, and Mrs. Jennie 
Patrick Walker sang “Tne Star Spangled 
Banner.” Rev. Mr. Jackson read a 
poem, “Our National Autbem,” and the 
Handel and Haydn sang “To Thee, O 
Country.” Department Commander 
Thayer of the Massachusetts Grand Army 
delivered an address. 

DR. SMITH AS A NEIGHBOR. 

The Rev. Dr. Alvah Hovey spoke of 
Dr. Smith as a neighbor. Said be: 

“My acquaintance with Dr. Smith be- 
gan i fty years ago, aud since that lime 
we have been continuously neighbors 
and Irieods. For this reason I have been 
asked to express, in a few vforks, tbe 
love aud respect wbioh tbe people of 
Newton Centre feel towaids the author 
of “America.” 

“The only instance of perfect manhood 
on recoad was pre-eminent- for the quiet 
virtues. ‘He did not strive nor cry; 
neither did any man hear bis voice in the 
streets.’ Iu this respeo. Dr. Smith has 
beeu like bis Lord. Through half a cen- 
tury he has been a flue illustration of the 
quiet and uuobstructive qualities com- 

E reheuded in tbe idea of a good neigh- 
or. He has gone out and come iu 
amoug us, pursuing always the even 
teuor of his way, and disturbing no mau’s 
peace. We have never known him to 
foment discord, or speed au evil report 
or oppose a worthy enterpiise. We 
hive uever obseived any deseciatiou of 
his gift of song to the infliction of pain 
by a resort to lidicule or surcasm. Aud 
to be blameless iu these respects is a dis- 
tinction uot shared by everyone who 
wields the pen of a reudy writer. (Ap- 
plause.) 

“Bu his neighbors desire to say much 
more than this. Dr. Smith has mani- 
fested a spiiit which tends ‘to raise mor- 
tals to the skies.’ From lustrum to lus- 
trum, the productions of a pen, wbijh 
has uever beeu long idle, have levealed 
by their purity aud elevatiou of thought 
the upward movement of his spirit, und 
have shown that all things fair aud good 
have home aloft his cultivated imagina- 
tion, uutil it seems to 

— lived inspbered 

In regions mild of calm nuil serene light, 
Above Ilia smoke ana tllf of this dim sj.ot 
Which men call eaitb. 

“This is known to all readers of bis 
religious poetry, aud is appreciated by 
those who dwell at his side ns highly us 
by any that are afar off. 

“Iu speakiug for the neighbors of Dr. 
Smith, his socii 1 life must uot bu over- 
looked. Aud you will allow mo to illus- 
trate this by a word of personal reminis- 
cence. Fur years I was accustomed to 
m**et him very frequently near the post- 
i fiice iu our village; aud many were the 
questious pei mining to language or liter- 
ature with which he saluted me. For, 
besides the three uucieut tougues of 
which every youug theologian wus pre- 
sumed to be master, he had made him- 
self familiar with many more, as Freuoli, 
Germuu, Swedish, Italian and others; 
and, on the oceasious to which I have 
referred, he would inquire about Home 
singular or felicitious expression dis- 
covered by him iu oue of thebe languages. 
More than ouoe 1 have seeu his eyes 
sparkle with mirth at my vaoaut air when 
caught iu hisSoeratic trup. But the fuu of 
the process to him wus more thuu equalled 
by its usefulness to tue; and I cherish 
the belief that iu soeial life he has beeu 
no less stimulating aud useful, as well us 
agreeable, to others. 

“During several years, after resigning 
his pastoral ollioe. Dr. Smith fitted boys 
lor college iu his home iu Newton Cen- 
tre. For this work he possessed rare 
qualifications. His interest in youug 
people, his ability to command their re- 
spect, his ample knowledge, his vocabu- 
lary — from tiie well of Euglish uudetiled 
—aud his Christian courtesy wereoertaiu 
to mould those uuder his tuition. Love 
of home, love of oouutry, love of nature, 
love of learniug, love of mail aud love of 
God were the impulses which ooutrolled 
his life aud formed tbe atmosphere of 
his school. (Applause.) It may uot be 
iu the power of uuy teacher to breathe 
poetic insight into his pupils, but it is 
often possible for him to open their eyes 
to a new world, where nature uud ait 
and literature, the highest thouguts of 
men aud the noblest words of God, be- 
come unfailing sources of light uud joy; 
and this, it is safe to say, our disliu- 

f inished neighbor aiul friend did for the 
ads who cauie to him lor iustructiou ; in- 
deed , much more thau this for some of 
them. 

“But no nuu’s life is altogether public. 
Its deepest curreut uud steadiest flow 
are perceived by those persons ouly who 
have frequent uccess to his home- Aud, 
speakiug for his frieuds iu Newtou Cen- 


tre, I must congratulate Dr. Smith on 
the wealth and tranquility of bin domes- 
tic life. For many years lie was encircled 
by a group of intelligent children, and, 
with their queenly mother at hU aide, lie 
was permitted to train 'them up in tho 
nurturo and admonition of the Lord.’ 
Ho wan their revered teacher and ex- 
ample in all good conduct and worthy 
ambition, and was rewarded by their 
perfect loyalty and trust. And when, 
one after another, they were called to go 
out into the world and breast its tumult- 
ous waves by themselves, no one of them 
failed in courage or iu skill. Whether in 
Burmab or in America, they have 
honored their parentage au 1 early disci- 

{ >line. Meanwhile, tho wife and mother 
ias romained by bis side, adorning by 
her gracious presence the homo of our 
beloved poet aud friend. Serus iu coelum 
rodeat.” (Applause.) 

At the conclusion of Dr. Hovey’s talk 
the chorus, “Washington and the Flag,” 
was suug by the Handel and Haydn So- 
oioty on the stage. 

ONE WORD— “AMERICA.” 

Then Governor Greenhalge rose and 
said: 

“There is only one thing expeoted be- 
fore the couoluiion of this program. Re- 
marks are expected by tbe chairman. 
The chairman has only one wor J to say: 
‘America.’ Let every one sing It.” 

With this the audience rose to a man, 
the orchestra struck a chord and the 
whole assemblage burst forth in a glori- 
ous rendering of our grand old hymn.

THE EARTH IS RUNNING SLOW. 

But the Scientists Need Not Alarm One 
Seriously Yet. 

Lord Kelvin estimates that the ‘‘run- 
uing slow” of the earth in its daily ro- 
tation round its axis amounts to 22 sec- 
onds per century. 

The main cause of this retardation is 
the friction caused by the tides, which 
act as a brake, the action of which has 
been calculated by this eminent physi- 
cist to be equal to a weight of 4,000,000 
tons applied on the equator. 

Othor causes have also to be taken in- 
to account — as, for example, tho increase 
in the sizo ’ the earth, due to tho fall- 
ing on it of meteoric dust, which, if de- 
posited at tiio rate of one foot iu 4,000 
years, would produce the observed re- 
tardation by itself. 

Such a phenomenon as the annual 
growth and melting of snow and ice at 
the poles is introducing irregularities 
into the problem, the growth at the 
poles, by abstracting water from the 
other parts of tho ocean, accelerating 
the earth’s motion, aqd the melting, by 
restoring the water, retarding it. 

Against the retarding forces thero has 
to be taken into uccount a probable ac- 
celeration, duo to the gradual sinking 
of the earth by cooling, but this Lord 
Kelvin be), ves to bd' Very small — per- 
haps not more than one six-thousandth 
part of tho retardation due to tidal fric- 
tion. 

Professor Newcomb lias declared from 
astronomical considerations that tho 
earth went slow aud lost seven seconds 
between 1850 and 1802, uud then went 
fast and gained eight seconds between 
1802 and 1872, changes of rate explica- 
ble by possible changes in the earth’s 
shape, so slight as to hoquito nudiscov- 
erablo iu astronomical observations.—* 
Chicago Times.

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DEATH OF REV. DR. EARLE. 


PARSES PEACEFULLY AWAY AT HIS 
HOME ON CKNTRK STREET LAST SATUR- 
DAY MORNING— ONE OF THE MOST 
NOTED EVANGELISTS IN THE COUNTRY — 
IIIS WORK IN THE MINISTRY COVERED A 
PERIOD OK MORE THAN SIXTY YEARS— 
SKETCH OF IIIS LIFE WRITTEN BY HIM- 
SELF — FUNERAL HELD TUESDAY— FULL 
ACCOUNT OF THE OBSEQUIES. 

Rev. A. B. Earle, UnioD Evangelist, 
died at 5.80 o’clock last Saturday morn- 
iug at his home on Centro street, this 
city. 

Ho had been ill six months. 

Death resulted from a stroke of paraly- 
sis received last fall. 

During his illness he was unable to lie 
in bed, but sat and slept in a chair. 

Rev. Dr. Earlo was probably the best 
known evangelist in this country. He 
lived for more than half a century in 
Newton, and was a highly respected |and 
honored citizen. 



His life, as ho wrote it himself, be en- 
titled “A Promise Fuliilled.” From it, 
the following interesting extracts are 
taken: “Sixty-four years ago when I be- 
lieved Christ in la special manner oalled 
me to preach the gospel, I read over and 
over this great promise, 'Lo I am with 
you always,’ Every excuse I could bring 
was met when I heard him say ‘Lo I am 
with you.’ Whatever you lack in age, 
in education, in resources, in power, in 
ability to persuade, in short, everything 
-you need in your work I have, I will be 
with you in every prayer and talk and 
sermou and will supply all your needs. I 
believed ih it *»id, U will go,’ and 
started, 

"I w *s born in Charlton, N. Y ., near 
Albany, March 25, 1812, and so 1 am in 
my 83d year. I was baptized by Rev. 
Thomas Purington in Truxton, N. Y., 
April 7. 1830, Jand united with the Bap 
tist church in that town. 

“I was licensed and commenced 
preaching in Truxton, N. Y., Nov. 13 v 
1830. My first text was, 'Lo 1 am with 
you always, even unto the end of 
the world !” 

“Very earlv I felt called to the work 
of an evangelist, to go from place lo 
place and asust in revival meetings My 
first protracted meeting was in Cortland, 
N. Y , about three mouths after I com- 
me iced p eaching, s i h it 1 have been 
au evangelist nearly 64 years. 

“I have gaiue t the name of 'Union 
Evangelist,’ perhaps, because 1 have al- 
ways advocated aud long practised, hold- 
ing union meetings. That is, when there 
were not too many churches in a town or 
city they should all come together and 
unite for a general revival, and thus 
prove to the world that they could agree 
to differ, aud yet love each other and 
work together. 

'T was settled as pastor and ordained 
In Amsterda ■ , N. Y., in 1832 aud spent 
most of my time wi<h small churches as 
pastor, and doing the work of an Evan- 
gelist at the same time. This I contin- 
ued to do for a number of years— to as- 
sist past' rs as well as I could aud keep 
the charge of a church, until I found it 
impossible to do both * flicieutly. I had 
many tokens of the divine favor while 
pastor aud Evangelist. 

“Mv labors were confiued for a number 
of years largely to central New York. 
But over 40 years ago 1 decided to do the 
work of au Evangelist, giving all my 
time to that department of the miuistry, 
never to be pastor again. 

“My life-work was now plain, aud suc- 
cess far beyond my expectations crowned 
my labois It was not possible to com- 
ply for manv years with the calls for 
meetings with more than one out of 40. 
My health was very firm, so that 1 aver- 
aged about 750 public meetings each year 
for more than 3Uyeais. 

‘ In 1886 1 received a call to hold a pro- 
tracted meeting iu San Francisco, Cal., 
under the auspices of the Miuisteral 
Uuion of that city. 1 telegraphed ‘I will 
some. Will sail Sept 11.* 

“Of the farewell meeting before 
sailing for the coast of N ew 
Yoik Kxiitiiuer |s»id, ‘There is 
gold in California mines more precious 
than any that has been worked. The 
question lias been repeatedly asked, 
•Who will venture to explore them?’ At 
last Rev. Mr. Eirle says, T will go.’ lie 
has returned to his brethren of the East 
aud said, ‘Remember that you must hold 
the ropes,' and what a welcome j re- 
ceived from the whole coast. 

“I commenced at San Prancisoo. Four- 
teen denominations united. Two large 
halls were hired for the meetiues, one 
for the week-day meetings, the other for 
Sunday. All the pastors aud churches 
seemed to take hold of the work as one 
man. The Alta, a daily paper, said of 
our meetings: 'A religious revival such 
as has never before bt eu experienced on 
this coast is now iu progress iu this city. 
Mr. Earle arrived iu this city a little over 
two weeks ago. The congregation which 
assembled lust Sunday evening iu Uniou 
hall was the largest ever collected under- 
one roof on this coast.’ 

“On this occasion uot less tbuu 500 uu- 
converted men aud women ruse iu that 
greut assembly and requested us to pray 
that they might become Christians. 

“Aud thus the work weut ou 
from this centre until it had gone all 
over California. Oregon and Nevada. 
Ministers utteuded from every part of the 
three states. 

“Thu whole coast seemed under con- 
viction for sin, am) many thousands came 
to Christ. Over 6000 had united with the 
ditfereut churches before I came uway, 
aud eternity alone can tell how mauy 
were born into the kingdom of Christ 


during our union meetings that yonr. I 
held about 700 meetings during the time, 
and came homo thanking God for allow- 
ing mo to visit the Pacific coast. 

“And now, after 25 years have passed, 

I look back from my New England homo 
to the work on the Pacific coast with un- 
told pleasure ami real Christian affection 
for those who labored with me and with 
the pleasant thought and hope of a grand 
reunion in Heaven of ministeis and mem- 
bers of the churches and |mnltitudea of 
happy converts I was permitted to know 
on the coast and say what a gathering 
that will be. 

“I returned home from the Pacific 
coast, where I had seen and enjoyed 
enough for a whole lifotime to work again 
in the Atlantic states, and have held 
union meetings in all the states but two 
and in the Provinces. 

“I will leave a fow statistics for those 
who desire them. These statistics are 
substanti illy correct although they cover 
a space of nearly 64 years.

“The names of books and tracts I have 
written are ‘The Morning Hour,’ ‘Bring- 
ing in Sheaves,’ Abiding Peace,’ ‘Rest of 
Faith’ 'Sought Out Songs,’ ‘The Human 
Will,’ 'Work of An Evangelist,’ 'Title 
Examined,’ ‘Two Sermons,’ Revival 
Hymns’ ‘For Eternity,’ ‘Growing Be- 
cause Abiding,’ ‘Power from on High,’ 
'Evidences of Conversions, ’ ‘Why Not 
Now*’ 'Winning Souls,’ ‘A Promise Ful- 
filled.’ 

“These books have a wide circulation 
in this country, many of them, aud in 
several other countries. 

“I have labored in revival work more 
or less with 23 denominations of Chris- 
tians, and found jewels for Christ’s crowu 
among them all. 

“The difference among real Christians 
is in their beads, uot iu their hearts. 
God will correct their heads some time 
then they will see alike ” 

Rev. Dr. Earlo held meetings when first 
called to New England in and about Bos- 
ton, and a large part of Massachusetts, 
and extended out from this centre to 
Vermont, New Hampshire. Maine, Rhode 
Island and Conueoticot. He also held 
meetings in New Yoik city, in New Jer, 
sey, Delaware, Philadelphia, Baltimore 
Washington, D. C., Pennsylvania, Nor- 
folk and other places in Virginia, North 
Carolina, Nashville and Tennessee, Geor- 
gia, Mississippi, Alabama, Louisiana, 
Texas, Missouri, Arkansas, Kentucky, 
Illinois, Ohio, Michigan, Canada, Now 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia, preaching in 
nearly every large city and town in these 
states. 

For more than fifty years Dr. Earle 
was regarded as odu of the most eloquent 
pulpit orators of the Baptist denomina- 
tion. His last public utterance was at 
an outdoor meeting in Watertown, about 
a year ago. 

H is active work terminated about six 
years ago, though he has spoken at local 
meetings in the vicinity of Newton since 
that time. 

For the past 28 years h - has resided on 
Centre street, this city, where his tall, 
erect figure, and striking personality 
made him well known. 

The funeral was neld Tuesday. The 
brief services at the grave were conduct- 
ed by Rev. E. A. Capen, pastor of the 
Baptist church in Watertown. 

The services at the home of the de- 
ceased, on Galen street, this city, were 
conducted by Dr. George C. Lorimer, 
pastor of Treraont Temple, of which 
church Dr. Earle was a member. It was 
the occasion of a gathering of many 
friends of the dead evangelist, to pay a 
last tribute to one who had been so uni- 
versally loved and respected. 

Not only did the townspeople join in 
the impressive service of the hour, but a 
large delegatioo was present from 
Tremont Temple. The official repre- 
sentatives were the deacons, MeBsrB. C. 
A. Ronudy, G. W. Cbipman, F. E. Jef- 
frey, B. F. Bradbury, J. H. Bickford, C. 
P. Jameson, Robert Farquhar, E. B. 
Earle, Samuel Kicker, R. O. Dunn aud J. 
W. Cook, the latter four officiating as 
bearers. 

Others of prominence who were pres- 
ent were Rev. William Howe, D. D., a 
former pastor of the Merrimac Street 
church; Prof. English of the Newton 
Theological school, Hon. William G. 
Harris of Boston, Rev. H. P. Winter, 
assistant pastor of People’s Temple; 
Rev. E. A. Capen, pastor of the Water- 
town Baptist church, and Rev. Charles 
C. Earle, pastor of the Harvuid Street 
oburcb. 

When Dr. Lorimer rose to open the 
services a hush of sacieduess pervaded 
the stricken home. He read a collect of 
appropriate scriptural selections, which 
was followed by a solo, “Beyond the 
Smiling aud the Weeping,” sung by 
Mrs. W. G. Harris of Boston. 

Dr. Lorimer then offered a fervent 
prayer, in which he asked that the bless- 
ing of God might lovingly and sweetly 
comfort the aged one whose companion’s 
grand life, grandly lived, had been 
brought to a grander close. 

A select quartet, consisting of Mrs. 
W. G. Harris, soprano; Miss Lucio 
Tucker, alto; Albert P. Briggs, tenor, 
and C. E. Boyd, bass, then Bang “Ser- 
vant of God, Well Done.” Following 
this, Dr. Lorimer paid a brief but beauti- 
ful tribute to tbe deceased. He said: 
“I am too sorrowful to lake any satis- 
factory part in these services, und I shall 
reserve in the main what I would say 
for the memorial service in Musio Hall 
next Sunday morning. 

“Oue of the roost impressive thiugs of 
a life like that of Dr. Earle occurs at its 
close. I have wondered why at the close 
of his life be was called upon to Buffer 
such pain. it seems to me that the 
righteous suffer more tbau the un- 
righteous, There might come to a man 
who goes through his entire life a faith- 
ful servitor of God a feeling that God 
had led him through the world without 
leading him through the Gelhsetnuue 
gardeu. None of us iu public life cau 
escape the Getbseiuaue scene; the cross 
must be borne some time before we cau 
wear the orowu. 

“When 1 returned to Boston, four 
years ago, I found that Dr. Earle had 
been serving the Lord in Tremont Tem- 
ple. I had met him before, hut not in- 
timately. The iutimauy which was 
formed later has kept ou growing. For 
three years he was seldom absent from 
the meetings, and ho was constantly 
struggling with God for blessings to reHt 
upon the church and its people. For 
his sincerity aud Christian steadfastness 
1 came to love him, and I feel that he 
loved me. 

“When It was appareut to him that he 
would soon live in the heavenly realm, 
he dictated a letter to me, iu whiih he 
said, ‘ The sickle 1 am laying down, and 
am preparing to receive the mown’. 
The last lime 1 saw him, a few days ugo, 
he spoke of the rebuilding of the Tem- 
ple. I wondered Lbeu if his thoughts 
were with the people. After 1 had left 
his room the nurse came to me aud said 
that Dr, Earle wished me to give his 


love to all of the people at tho Temple. 
It wan his last message, and so charac- 
teristic of him. 

'It was pre-eminently noticeable of 
Dr. F.arle that lie was always ready to 
advance God’s kingdom; lie was never 
rnult-fiuding, never criticised, and was 
always assisting. He was ever thought- 
ful, ever magnanimous. 

Tho wholo of his character wns in 
love of Josus Christ. I)r. E »rlo believed 
in him as an atoning saviour. The 
wholo of what ho preached, the basis of 
his whole lile and the suppoit of ad of 
his sufferings were based on Christ’s 
love. Love is the fulfilment of all 
things, the spirit of man’s life and|minis- 
try.” 

After Dr. English had offered prayer, 
Mrs. Harris sung 'The borne of the 
soul,” by request of Dr. Earle before ho 
died. 

Another request was that no mournful 
trappings be visible about the house, aud 
instead of tbe sombre crepe at the por- 
tal there appeared a cluster of E taler 
lilies fastened with a whito ribbon. 

The floral tributes comprised a mas- 
sive pillow of roses, lilies, pinks and 
pansies, from the family, whi h was 
placed at the head of the casket. This 
wss surmounted by a sheaf of wheat and 
a sickle, the tribute of tbe children of 
deceased. 

From the grandchildren was received 
a lyre of roses and pinks, bearing the 
word “Grandpa.” 

On the casket lay a cluster of Easter 
lilies sent by Mr. John Hartshorn. 

A large crescent and cross of lilies and 
white roses expressed the tribute of tho 
dencons of Tremont Temple, while au 
open book of white carnations, hordored 
with red roses, bearing the inscription, 
“Rost in Peace,” told of the love of the 
Bible class of tbe same church. 

An ivy wreath was sent by Mr. and 
Mrs. W. Cook, and a mound of yellow 
and white rose3. insci itiod, “In Memo- 
riani,” was from the firm of Swain, 
Earle & Co. 


SAM BROWN’S FIRST KILLING. 


A Nevada Desperado Whose Career of 
Crime Wan Started by a Bully. 

‘‘At ruy first meeting with Sam 
Brown, tf'ae famous desperado, he did 
mo an honor that fow men would caro 
to receive,” said Wash Parkor, an old 
tirao Nevadan. “Ho invited himself to 
bo my traveling companion on a two 
days’ wagon journoy. I was starting 
out one morning with a wagon and pair 
of horses from a little raining settle- 
ment known then as Goldorop. As I 
came opposite the hotel a largo man 
standing on the veranda hailed me and 
nsked if I was going to Virginia City. 

I answered yes, and ho said: 

“ ‘I reckon I’ll go along with yon. 

'* ‘I’m Sam Brown, ’ he added. 'May- 
be you don’t have much confidence in 
me sinco hearing my name, but I reckon 
woMl travel along together all right. ’ 

“Well, there wasn't anything to be 
said but ‘All right; jump aboard,’ and 
Sam Brown, with a carpetbag iu bis 
band and his pistols bnlging under his 
coat, came out to the wagon and took his 
seat beside me. Ho proved a civil 
enough companion, and we gofc through 
to Virginia City all right, with nobody 
killed on the way. He had taken along 
a bottle of proparod cocktails, and I had 
a box of cigars, so that tho time passed 
rather sociably as we made onr journey 
together. 

‘‘We went into camp that night at 
Sandy Springs, about half way to Vir- 
ginia City, and in tho course of tho 
evening he told me something of his 
life and adventures. One thing in par- 
ticular that I remember was tho way ho 
came to start out ou his career of kill- 
ing. I don’t reoall whethor it was in 
Texas or Missouri that this first affair 
happonud, but it was when ho was a 
hulking young follow, green and chick- 
en hearted, to nso his own words in 
tolling it. There was a certain gambler 
in a town where ho was staying who 
used to bnlly and abuse him when they 
enmo together. Everywhere and whenev- 
er the gambler saw him iu a saloon ho 
would kick him about and drive him 
out of the place. One day a man un- 
frioudly to this gambler said to Sam: 

“ 'Why do yon stand all this abuse 
from that gambler? Tako this pistol aud 
tho next time he crowds you kill him. ’ 

“Sam took tho advice and tho pistol, 
and tho noxt timo the gambler wont for 
him, instead of sneaking away and 
looking sorry, he shot his tormentor 
dead. After he had thus got his hand iu 
killing men camo easy to Sam, and he 
made a long scoro before his own time 
oamo. 

“Though, as I said, wo made our jour- 
ney together all right, I knew it would 
take too little to 6et things to going all 
wrong for mo thoroughly to enjoy Sam 
Brown’s society. I wasn't Borry to sot 
him down at the Primavontura saloon 
in Virginia City, where wo took a drink 
together, shook hands und went our 
different ways. ” — Now York Sun.

The Newton Hospital. 

Tho quarterly meeting of tbo Trustees 
was held at the Newton Hospital on the 
28 Inst. President Lceson occupied the 
chair, and the members present were 
Mead ime* Blake, Gould, Haskell, and 
Paine, Mayor Bothleld, Drs. Crockett, 
Scales, and Thayer, and Messis. Bulletin, 
Emerson, Pratt, and Travelli. 

After approval of minutes of the previ- 
ous meoting, the treasurer reported re- 
ceipts from miscellaneous sources for tbe 
quarter of $4812,61 nnd expenses of 
$4427,61. The b< quest of $15,000 from 
the late Nathan P. Coburn, has been 
paid over by his Executors, and is now 
in the hands of the Finance committee 
awaiting investment. 

Mr. L. G. Pratt for the Finance com- 
mittee, reported that additional gifts 
have swelled the receipts very satisfac- 
torily since tbe beginning of tbe year, but 
a deficiency from last year of over 
$2700. has not yet been made up. It is 
hoped that individual donations, and the 
never-failing help of the Hospital Aid 
Association, will ere long supply the 
needed amount. 

A contract between tbe Hospital and 
the City of Newton, for the care of tbe 
d pendent poor during the cuirent year, 
was duly ratified by tneboird. Apropos 
of this comract. Mayor Bothfeld ad- 
dressed tbe trustees in explanation of 
the laws aud regulations governing tbe 
admission and treatment of City patients 
at the hospital. 

His Honor’s remarks were highly in- 
structive aud interesting, and at tbeir 
close, be was warmly thanked by the 
Chair, on behalf of the trustees, for the 
kind attention he has given the matter.

Onr>KU P A83RD BY CITY COUNCIL AUTH- 
ORIZING KXTKNSION OF BOULEVARD 
FROM WASHINGTON STREET TO AUBURN 
—LARGELY MOWED PETITION PRE- 
SENTED REQUESTING TIIF. CHANGING 
OK THE GRADE OF SUMMER STREET- 
DATES FOR SEVERAL HEARINGS AP- 
POINTRD— NEWTON A* BOSTON STREET 
RAILWAY COMPANY WITHDRAW ITS 
PETITION FOR LOCATION FOR FRED 
WIRE ON COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


Both branches of the city government 
met in their respective chambers in the 
City Hall, Monday evening. The board 
of mayor and aldermen held a special 
session. Mayor Bothfeld in the chair. 
The important business transacted was 
that of the adopting of an order author- 
izing the extension of tho Commonwealth 
avenue boulevard through the Auburn- 
dale district from Washington street to 
Auburn street. This is the initiatory 
step to the completion of tbo great 
avenue from the Boston line to the 
Charles river. From Auburn street it 
will continue on by what is known as 
the Rowa street route and the order for 
that section is now under preparation. 

Prior to the passage of the order, Al- 
derman Plummer who presented it, 
offered the report of the highway com- 
mittee recommending the laying out of 
the section from Washington to Auburn 
street. The report was accepted. The 
order provides for the issue of the custo- 
mary notices of inteDt to seize the land 
required for the laying out of the boule- 
vard and of the intent to assess better- 
ments upon estates benefitted by the im- 
provement. Hearings are appointed for 
Monday evening, April 15; before the 
board of aldermen and Monday evening, 
April 22, before the common council. 

After the disposition of the boulevard 
matter, Mayor Bothfeld read a communi- 
cation from the county commissioners 
relative to a petition of Fannie R. Dowse 
for an abatement of taxes levied in 1894. 
Mrs. Dowse says that her estate was 
taxed for $37,000 and that its value is 
$25,000. She endeavored to get an 
abatement from the city and af- 
ter an investigation an abatement 
of $3000 was allowed. That amount 
she regarded as insufficient but 
her appeal for further abatement was 
denied, hence her action in bringing the 
matter to the attention of the county 
commissioners. 

Edward Sands and F. A. Day were ap- 
pointed auctioners. 

T. G. Woodman presented a petition 
for license as an innholder. The license 
was granted. 

Petitions of the Newton & Watertown 
Gas Light Company for permit to locate 
three poles on Middlesex road for street 
lighting purposes, for permit to attach 
its wires to poles of the New England 
Telephone Company on Sargent street 
and for permit to put up a pole and nec- 
essary wires for an arc lamp at corner of 
Park and Sargeut streets, were referred 
to the committee on street lights and 
bearings appointed for Mouday eveniug, 
April 15, at 8 o’clock. 

A petition of Auburndale citizens for 
a street light, arc preferred, at the junc- 
tion of Auburn aud Bourne streets was 
referred to the street light co i. mil tee.

THOUGHT IT WAS DIPHTHERIA. 


PHYSICIAN’S DIAGNOSIS DID NOT AGREE 
WITH CULTURE TESTS. 

Residents of the Nonantum district, 
are somewhat stirred up over a caso of 
supposed diphtheria. Margaret Howley, 
residing on Adams street, was believed 
to be ill with the disease and Dr. M. J. 
Kelly of Watertown attended her, and 
aflcr making the customary examination 
pronounced it a case of diphtheria. 

He notified the board of health, and 
the house where tho child was oonfinod 
was placarded. A culture of the throat 
was taken and the tube was sent to Prof. 
Ernst, the bacteriologist of Harvard 
University, and was returned with a 
negative result. 

Prof. Ernst found no diphtheria germs. 
Following the analysis of the eminent 
bacteriologist, the board of health had 
the placard removed. Dr. Kelly was 
very much surprised wheu ho found that 
the placard had been removed. He 
hastened to inform the health authori- 
ties that, in his judgment, bis diagnosis 
was correct. He said that he was un- 
able to get a culture from the throat, but 
that there were very strong evidences of 
the character of the disease. 

The result of this statement was to in- 
duce the health authorities to again put 
up the placard. Meantime the house 
had been visited by neighbors, who 
were, of course, much alarmed when 
they found that the cards were again on 
the bouse. 

Dr. Curtis of the board of health then 
made a culture, securing it last Satur- 
day morning. Dr. Kelly also made one. 
The tubes were submitted to experts, 
with the same result as at first. They 
reported no diphtheria germs, the nega- 
tive result obtaining from each analysis. 

The cards were taken down again Mon- 
day, but Dr. Kelly is not satisfied. He 
says that there is no doubt in his mind 
concerning the case, and that it was one 
of diphtheria. 

Dr. Kelley administered anti-toxine to 
the patient, which he thinks accounts 
for the result of the later tests.

RRV. im. 8. F. BMITII BI’KAKS AT A HYDE 
PARK MEETING. 


A very interesting and unique service 
was held last Sunday evening in the 
Congregational ohurch, flydo Park, 
where govern! hundred peoplo had the 
pleasure of meeting and listening to Dr. 
S. F. Smith, the author of'Amerioa.” 
The venerable poet and hymnist was 
present by invitation of the pastor, Ilev. 
A. W. Archibald, D. D., and was intro- 
duced to the audience by Gen. Henry B. 
Carrington, editor of Dr. Smith’s forth- 
coming volume of poems. 

The six hymns written by Dr. Smith 
found in tho hymnal used at the Hyde 
Park ohurch were sung by the congrega- 
tion, each being prefaced by remarks by 
Dr: Smith touching on the circumstances 
under which they were written. Pre- 
vious to tbiB there was an organ volun- 
tary, ‘‘Rejoice in the Lord,” the words 
being by Gen. Carrington;” Washington 
and the Flag,” and other patriotic songs 
by tho choir, scripture readings and 
prayer by Rev. Dr. Archibald. Dr. 
Smith, in stating how he was Impelled 
to write the hymns, “Softly Now the 
Twilight Ray,” “Welcome Days of 
Solemn Meeting,” “The Morning Light 
is Breaking,” “Today the SavlorlCalls,” 
“Ob, Not My Own, These Verdant Hills,” 
said: ‘Softly Now the Twilight Ray” 
was written when I was a student in 
college. I had a little book entitled 
“Sabbath Recollections” written by an 
author named Edmnnston. It began, 
“Is there a time of all below,” and de- 
scribed the peculiar tranquility which 
spreads over the earth on a pleasant 
evening. I think you all recognize the 
influence and peace this quiet half-hour 
before sunset has on aSabbith evening. 
It was this thought that inspired 
me. 

“Welcome Days of Solemn Mooting” 
is designed as an opening hymu on a 
Sabbath day, and was written when tho 
inspiration was upon me after one of the 
old-time revival meetings* 

“The Morning Light is Breaking” wns 
written in 1832, the year that produced 
the national hymn, so called. I have no 
recollection of the circumstances under 
which the former was written, but I am 
suro they had much to do with the mis- 
sionary work which I was reading at the 
time. This hymn long ago was trans- 
lated into 12 languages, including Chi- 
nese and Siamese, and only last week a 
missionary wrote me from the South Sea 
Islands that it had been translated into 
five more. The tune was written by Mr. 
Wilde, an Englishman, and it is so beau- 
tiful that I attribute much of the hymn’s 
popularity to it. 

Regarding “Today the Saviour Calls,” 
Dr. Smith said he bad not the Blighest 
recollection of writing the hymn, but re- 
called that it originally had six stanzas. 

“Oh, Not My Own, These Verdant 
Hills,” he concluded, is my favorite 
hymn of all I have ever written, and was 
written when I was editor of the Mis- 
sionary Union. I used to select a poem 
for each issue, sometimes putting in one 
of my ovvn composition, and this was 
one, although I do not recall the par- 
ticular circumstances that inspired me.

MONEY AWAITS MARY 8. LEONARD OF 
'•’HIS SUBURBAN CITY. 


TWO B.& A. ENGINES COLLIDE. 


PASSENGERS ON A “NEWTON CIRCUIT” 
GET A BAD SHAKING UP. 


There wns a narrow escape from a 
serious railroad accident on ihe Boston 
& Albany railroad in Boston early Tues- 
day evening. 

The passenger train whioh left Newton 
Centre at 5.52 on tho Newton oircuit and 
wns due at the Kneeland street depot at 
0.18 p.m., was slowly approaching the 
depot, when almost under the Albany 
street bridge, it collided with a train of 
empty cars which were being drawn out 
from the depot from a side track which 
connects with the main inward bound 
track at a point about 100 feet weBt of 
the bridge. 

The Newton train was drawn by en- 
gine No. 202, and was what is oalled a 
light train, there being only a few pas- 
sengers, while the train of empty ears 
was drawn by engine No. 262. 

Tho engines of the two trains came 
together just at the point where the 
tracks meot, due, as ono man declared, 
to a misplaced switch ; and, as another 
said, to the failure of a switch to close 
at the proper time. 

Be this as it may, the two engines 
came together bead on, and the impact 
was such that the forwards ends of 
both —headlight, cowcatcher and all 
the light ironwork— were completely 
carried away, the tender of one engine 
badly wrecked, and the forward platform 
of the combination car of the passenger 
train reduced to kindling wood. The 
engine of the empty train was derailed. 

Fortunately, no ono was injured, but 
the passengers on the Newton train were 
badly shakeu up. A number of tiiem 
almost went into hysterics, but were 
soon quieted by the assurance that there 
waR no danger. 

The inward bound tracks were blocked 
to such an extent that the passengers 
had to alight and walk to to the depot, a 
distance of perhaps a quarter of a mile, 

A wrecking crew were at once set at 
work, and in an incredibly short time 
the derailed iocoraative was again placed 
upon the iron, the damaged engines were 
drawn away, the broken combination 
car side tracked under the Broadway ex- 
tension bridge, and only a few splinters 
scattered along the tracks marked the 
scene of the collision. 


There is a trunk mystery in this city, 
but it is one that simply involves the 
question of ownership. The trunk in 
question was consigned to Mary S. 
Leonard, and was forwarded via Adams 
Express from Pittsburg, Penn. About 
the same time that the trunk started on 
its way, a letter was mailed for the pur- 
pose of notifying the party for whom it 
waB intended, the evident object being 
to prepare the way for its reception. 
The letter wns written hv a lawyer, and 
in it he stated that the trunk contained 
papers and personal effects, once the 
property of Mary Leonard’s sister, de- 
ceased. 

The writer was authorized to settle up 
the estate. It represented, he said, quite 
a snug little sum, amounting to about 
$5000. Everything that the deceased 
possessed was bequeathed to her sister 
Mary. The key to her trunk was in- 
closed within the loiter, and some papers 
referred to that were included within 
the coutenrs of the trunk that would 
furuisti full information of the testator’s 
wishes. 

Tho local agent of the Ad ims Express 
Company, upon receipt of the trunk, pro- 
ceeded to hunt up its owner. He louud 
that there was a Mary Leonard who re- 
sided in Nonantum block. Upon ques- 
tioning her in regard to her relatives, he 
learned that she had a sister whom she 
supposed was living, but whom she had 
not heard from for several years. The 
Mary Leonard referred to, however, had 
no middle iuitial in her name, and it was 
established beyond question when the 
letter was opened that she was not 
destined to benefit by the death of the 
PittHburg woman. Efforts to locate the 
right party have proved futile. 

The lawyer has been written to regard- 
ing the trunk, and it will be held pend- 
ing orders from him.

SCHOOL EXPENSES. 

The popular criticism of the Newton 
schools for what is regarded as their ex- 
cessive cost, when compared with the 
cost of schools in other cities, has called 
out a reply from the school board, and 
Superintendent Aldrich in the annual 
report attempts to explain the Ireason 
for this high cost. His explanation is 
au interesting one, but whether it fully 
explains or not is a question that many 
readers will be apt to ask. 

The usual showing of the small pro- 
portional amount spent by Newton, com- 
pared with its valuation, is made, but 
that is an old story and has little to do 
with the case, as Mr. Aldrich realizes, 
for he gives as the main reason for tho 
high cost of the Newton schools, the 
greater numbers of pupils Newton has 
who seek high sohool instruction. Of 
the 12 cities of the state whose popula- 
tion is between 20,000 and 40,000, Newton 
stands 10th on the list, but first in the 
size of its high school. The table is as 
follows: 

Newton, 003; Somerville, 521; New 
Bedford, 507: Fitchburer, 424: Brockton, 
370; Chelsea, 358; Gloucester. 353; 
Malden, 347; Salem, 315: Haverhill, 280; 
Taunton, 277 ; Holyoke, 200. 

This would lead one to expect that the 
cost would be greater, but it hardly pre- 
pares the reader for the great dispropor- 
tion of the total cost of high school in- 
struction shown in the following table: 

Newton, $25 941; Somerville, $14 812; 
New Bedford, $14,032.15; Salem, $12,000; 
Chelsea, $12,500; Holyoke, $12 280.35; 
Brockton, $10,700; Fitchburg, $10,570; 
Haverhill. $10,100; Malden, $0550; Glou- 
cester, $9510; Taunton. $8900. 

That is, *or 82 more pupils than Somer- 
ville, Newton pays $11,129 more than 
Somerville, and in about the same pro- 
portion more than the other cities 
named. This is a rather startling dis 
parity, but Mr. Aldrich explains it by 
reason of the greater number of male 
teacheis iu the Newton High school. 
But it is strange that tois a I me would j 
make our high school cost only a little 
less than twice as much. It may be a 
part of the reason, however. 

In our grammar schools also, ttie 
figures do uot seem to entirely support 
Mr. Aldncb, as in his table, Somerville 
has 10 grammar school principals, while 
Newton ouly has 8, au«l Somerville ex- 
pends for such teachers’ salat ies $10,300 
while Newton expends $15,400, so that 
ou this theory Somerville’s grammar 
schools ought to cost more than New- 
ton’s. But the last report of the board 
of education at hand, that for 1S89— 00, 
shows that for 6,135 pupils of school age. 
Somerville expends $105,103 75, while for 
4,202 pupils Newton exp* mis $104,708.83, 
or Newton expends within about $400 
for 4 202 pupils, wbat Somervillt H dots 
for 2000 more, and Somerville has withiu 
82 as many iu her high school as we 
have; it has 117 schools to our 88; it has 
11 male teacln rs to our 17; aud 131 
female teachers to our 89. 

After reading Mr. Aldrich’s paper in 
the light of tlnse figures, people will 
still wonder why our schools cost so 
much more than those of other cities. 


Th6 cost per pupil In 1885 wan $33.25 and 
It has increased year by year until now 
it is $38.04. Mr. Aldrioh thinks that 
this in low oompared with what iH 
charged for tuition in private schools, 
which is oertainly tho case, but private 
nohools have high rents to pay, and 
other expenses whioh are not counted in 
public schools. He also argues that 
wo lose good teachers oftentimes 
now because other cities pay higher 
salaries, and that really more teachers 
iustend of less are needed in the High 
sohool because tho teachers average 22 
recitatious a week. This may seem a 
largo number, but teachers in private 
schools often have 40 recitations a week, 
and are paid lower salaries than are paid 
in our high school. 

For a defence of the present system in 
our schools, the superintendent’s report 
is an able document, but many will be 
disappointed that no way seems to be 
discovered of reducing the high cost of 
our schools, and possibly be looks upon 
this as impossible. 


Several Republicans, in discussing 
Rev. Mr. Lansing’s slander of the Presi- 
dent, thought that one of the worst feat- 
ures of tho case was the way such an 
affair would impress foreigners. We 
profess to be the model democracy of 
the world, and to show the despotisms 
of tho old world that freo speech is a 
blessing that is not abused by our self- 
respecting citizens, and yet here is a 
prominent minister of the gospel, who of 
nil men ought to be a model citizen, who 
makes a mockery of free speech, by pub- 
licly retailing slanders against tho high- 
est official in our government, and ac- 
knowledging that all his information was 
derived from the petty gossip of one man 
and that he had not tried to verify it. 
Yet he is not punished or even arrested 
for his utterances. These gentlemen 
thought that a revival of that unpopular 
seditious law of John Adams’ time, judi- 
ciously used, might be applied with good 
results to oases like this, and that it was 
unfortunate that our American ideas 
preclude a distinction, before the law, 
between unlicensed defamers and rigor- 
ous but honest oritics. Nevertheless, we 
question, if our way of letting such 
things regulate themselves is not the 
best way after all. The perfect storm 
of indignant disapproval and denials 
from Republicans and Democrats alike* 
who wore eye witnesses at the occasions 
to which Mr. Lansing alluded, showed 
that the great majority of American 
people are devoted to truth and justice, 
and that offenders do suffer punishment 
from right minded citizens, and that it is 
even more severe than would follow in 
despotic countries, where their arrest 
aud punishment would enable them to 
pose as raartvrs. When such a bitter par- 
tisan as “Webb” of the Boston Journal 
testifies that the President is a strictly 
temperate man there can be no doubt 
upon the question, and Rev. Mr. Lansing’s 
so-called apology leaves him in a very 
pitiable condition. Fortunately we have 
few ministers whose desire to make spnsa. 
tional utterances leads them to flounder 
in such qu temire*. 

The monthly report of the Board of 
Health states that there weie 29 deaths 
in the city in March, of which 9 were in 
Ward tw.», 5 in Ward six and 4 ea.li in 
j Wards seven and three. 15 were males 
: and 17 females, 8 were aged from 00 to 70, 

1 4 from 70 to 80, and 4 over 80. Six deaths 
were due to pneum »nia, 3 from 1 1 grippe, 
and 4 from phthisis, and one each from 
other diseases. On March 1st theie 
were 11 cases of scarlet fever in the city, 

! seven new cases were reported and there 
| was or.e death. There were 0 cases of 
diphtheria on the first of the month, 3 
' new cases occurred during the month 
but all recovered. 


Remonstrances against the Boston 
Subwey still continue, but the meeting 
in Faneuil Hall did not amouut to much, 
either iu regard to the prominence of 
the speakers or the number present. 
Ex-Gov. Alexander H. Rice brings out 
the most important objection to it, by 
asking why Boston should spend so 
much money merely to provide a free 
locatiou for street railway corporations.

TEN MILES UP. 

Henry A. Hazen’a Proposed Record Break- 
ing Trip In His Steel Airship. 

Henry A. Hazen, tho American nero- 
uaut nnd scientist, proposes to make a 
rocord breaking ten mile trip above the 
earth in au airtight steel car, fitted 
with parachute and steering gear, that 
will permit of its use as a boat, if need 
be. The ascension will bo made at some 
point out west. Meteorological oxperts 
and all persons who aro interested iu 
ballooning will watch this novel experi- 
ment with lively hope. 

Tho kaiser himself takes a lively in- 
terest in the trip, because one of tho ro- 
sults foreshadowed is the solution of 
the mooted problem of the direction of 
the, air currents. This has special mili- 
tary importance, affecting, as it does, 
another problam agitating military 
strategists — viz, will tho dynamite and 
the destructive chemical bearing air- 
ship over be a reality of tho war of the 
future? 

Hazen will substitute for the ordinary 
open basket a cabin furnished with pure 
oxygen, aud with apparatus for produc- 
ing either heat or cold in an emergency. 
It will havo in addition arrangements 
for generating aud passing upward 
through direct tube connections any 
amount of gas to replace the gas iu the 
balloon. These novelties, therefore, will 
do away with some of tho greatest dif- 
ficulties aeronauts have heretofore en- 
\ countered. — Now York World. 


The same report of the state boaid of j 
education gives some explanation iu its i 
full tables. Newton’s average monthly 
salary for male teacheis is $193 33;' 
S unerville’s $159 89. Female teacheis, | 
Newton, $70.44; Someiville, $5984. In j 
1890. Newton hid 15 high school teachers ; 
tor 435 pupils, while Somerville had 10 
teachers for 589 pupils. For High school 
principal's salary Newton pays $000 more 
yearly. For supervision by school com- J 
mitten Newton pays $300 and Somerville j 
$1300. For school superintendent New- : 
ton then paid $2,800 aud Somerville 
$2,500 but Newton now pays the super- 
intendent $3 800. For suudries Newton 
paid $8,830.01, and Somerville for u third 
more pupils $10,707.02. Both cities spent 
the same for permaueut improvements, 
aud Somerville $4,000 more for ordinary 
repairs. Newton had au income of 
$2,708.52 from the dog tax aud Somer- 
ville $145.35. Newton received $23,000 
for tuiliou paid, and Somerville nothing 
and Newton expeuded $25.50 per pupil 
and Somerville $17.14. As these items 
are about the same every year, they will 
serve as a basis of comparison. 

Jn the report of the sohool boaid just 
issued, the total expenses of the schools 
si e stated to be $141,009.00 of which I 
$127,221,19 is expended for salaries, so 
that in this item is found the reason for 
the excess of our expenditures over 
other cities. We employ more teachers 
aud pay higher salaries, than other cities 
which have au equal or greater number 
of pupils. Not ouly is this the cuse, but I 
our expenses are steadily iucieasiug.

Whereas, in the admirable, earnest and 
able address of Rev. I. J. Lansiug, D. D., 
at the temperence anniversary of this 
confernce least Thursday evening, there 
occurred serious reflections upon the 
moral character of the President of the 
United States, this conference, while 
recognizing that there is doubtless need 
of public criticism of some who occupy 
hieh places iu the land, and while pro- 
foundly impressed with the ability and 
sincerity of the orator, who so eloquent- 
ly served us at the temperance anniver- 
sary, yet we feel constrained to disclaim 
responsibility for the aforesaid utter- 
ances, concerning whioh the honored 
brother is able to speak tor himself, 
whenever his statements may be contro- 
verted. 

The resolution was not passed because 
the ministers felt that, liaviug invited 
Dr. Lansiug to speak, they bad no right 
to repudiate auythiug lie said or com- 
ment on it in any form ns a body. 

Dr. Lansing’s utterances concerning 
President Cleveland are almost universal- 
ly condemned by tbo Methodist divines. 
One of them says: “It is the most out- 
rageous statement ever made by a grown

THE LATE REV. A. R. EARLE, D. D., AND 
HIS WORK. 


Services in memory of tho late Dr. A. B 
Earle were held by tho Tremont Temple 
Baptist Church, Sunday, in Music hall, 
Boston. The sermon, by Dr. George C. 
Lorimor, was on the subject, “The Evan- 
gelist and IJIs Work.” The text wns 
from if Timothv, iv. 5. “Do the work 
of an evangelist.” 

Dr. Earlo, said Rev. Dr. Lorimer, al- 
ways first approached the church, be- 
cause he realized that the stream could 
not rise higher than its fountain head. 
The ohuroh built up, the souls converted 
and the saints quickened— that was what 
he believed in doing. 

As for means, he continued, he did not 
seem to have any, except to work in the 
line of God’s will. He tried to unite all 
Christians in the work, and he can led 
the gospel where it was most needed. 
Therefore, I hold that modern evangel- 
ism has received its highest and brightest 
representation in the life of Dr. F.arle. 

I want to consider Borne of the essen- 
tial qualities of an evangelist. It is said 
that God can work through a weak in- 
strument. Of oourse he can, but some- 
how he does not. From Paul to Moody 
he has worked through instrumentali- 
ties fitted for the work. 

Criticism will come to the evangelist 
before praise, and the man who can 
move, sway and lead tho minds of the 
people must be a good deal of a man. 

Mr. Earle was constantly likened to 
Henry Clay. He was led by thought and 
swayed by an inward power. It must 
have been worth along journey just to 
see him speaking to the people and plead- 
ing with God. 

His life was one of sacrifice. A 
man of bis equipment, of his ability, 
conld have amassed a large fortune, and 
yet we find that he earned a trifle over 
$1000 a year for all the years of his min- 
istry. Yet, probably, he never thought 
of that as a sacrifice. The thousands of 
meetings that be held, the thousands of 
miles that he travelled, were a strain that 
few men can understand.

HIS BRAIN DIVIDED. 

Case of a Man the Lobes of Whose Ilrain 
Acted Separately. 

In tho quarterly journal of the Neu- 
rological society, called Brain, just is- 
sued, there is a curious and interesting 
papor by Mr. Lewis C. Bruce on a case 
he had carefully studied. Tho peculiar- 
ity of tho case was this — that it appear- 
ed to show that, while some general de- 
terioration of the brain was going on, it 
was going on at a different rate in the 
two lobes of tho brain; that sometimes 
the right side of tho brain alone acted, 
in which case the patient talked almost 
only Welsh and had hardly any interest 
in life at all, showing no sort of eager- 
ness either for money or tobacco or any- 
thing but his food alone, and that he 
was almost entirely left handed and 
idiotic, while when that side of the 
brain became inert and tho other took 
its place bo spoke chiefly English, was 
eager for money and tobacco, and even 
thievish in his desire to possess himself 
of these objects, and right handed in 
his physical habits, and that for a cer- 
tain interval between the two conditions 
ho had a short period in which ho min- 
gled Wolsh and English words, used 
both hands and showed an intermediate 
sort of disposition, being more alivo 
than in his left handed condition, when 
ho spoke Wnlsh almost exclusively, ar I, 
we imagine, loss alive than in his ri t 
handed com ition, when ho spoke chiefly 
English. — New York Post.

The leport gives the record ot vtol»- 
tion ot law for deficiency- of candle 
j power, excess ot sulphur or ammonia, or 
the pr sence of *u!phuntt.d bydrogeu, 
but uoiie ol the 12 tests m ule in Newton 
levelled any ot these defects, the in- 
spector say ing that the g is of Newtou is 
remarkably even iu power and quality.

NUMEROUS HEARINGS TAKK UP CON-

SOME EXPLANATION AND DISCUSSION —

Quite nil important mooting of the 
board of mayor and aldeimen was held 
Monday evening. The principal lime of 
the session was occupied in giving hear- 
ings on petitions for street railway loca- 
tions and for locations for poles and 
wires in various streets and ways.

T-iraothy Staart, J. J. Gannon, T. F.

The following communication from 
Judge John C. Kennedy calling atten- 
tion to the condition of the central police 
station and police court was read by the 
mayor, and referred to the public prop- 
erty and police committees jointly. 
BETTER POLICE QUARTERS NEEDED. 

As a citizen 6f Newton I desire to re- 
spectfully call your attention to the con- 
dition of tlic police headquarters, police 
station and court room at West Newton. 
There are in the city of Newton three 

S olice stations besides the oue at West 
ewton, and the rules of the departmeut 
require that all persons arrested shall be 
brought to the station at West Newton 
immediately after arrest and kept there 
until their cases have been disposed of 
in court, aud it often happens that a per- 
son arrested for any offence (although 
he may be innocent) would have to re- 
main in the station from 12 ra. on Satur- 
day until Monday forenoon, aud some- 
times longer. 

The present quarters at West Newtou 
were piovided at a time when the busi- 
ness of the court was about one fifth of 
what it is at tho pres Q ut time and the 
number of police officers about one- 
fourth of the present number. 

The law provides that cities shall 
maintain a suitable lockup for persons 
arrested and for tbeir care while iu cus- 
tody ; also that suitable persons shall be 
appoiuted to care for aud have charge 
of the same. 

I have no desire to iudulge in extrava- 
gant terms, but to state the facts just os 
they are, and in doing so I am compelled 
to say that the lockup at West Newton is 
a disgrace to the city, and everybody 
who has examined into this matter so 
far as I know, joins with me in this 
opinion. 

At this station there are a few ce'ls on 
the same floor aud wittiin a few feet of 
each other. These cells contain au irou 
frame about two feet from the fi >or and 
on this frame there is a board iud a 
blanket, with a foul water closet iu oue 
corner. Into these cells are put all the 
men, women, girls and boys that are 
arrested in this city, and they number 
severaHiundred during the year. The 
men and women who may be arrested 
for au alleged evasion of tare or any of- 
fence are all nut into these cells. The 
little girls and boys fare just the same as 
the common drunkard, the thief, burglar 
and vagabond. The persou who is de- 
tained on suspicion without regard to 
sex, occupies the same cell. The un- 
fortunate and helpless insane are treated 
just the same. Within a few days sever- 
al boys, all under lift en years of age, 
have b-en compelled to remaiu in these 
cells more than forty-eight hours. Can 
it be possible that the city council ot 
Newton will tolerate this condition of 
things any longer? 

The room occupied by the cells leads 
directly into the court r >oui aud the dis- 
tance fiom the dour to the desk occu- 
pied by tho officers of the court is very 
short and every time the door is opened 
the stench that comes into the court 
room i6 offensive aud intolerable. 

Toe accommodations iu the court room 
are very poor. There is not sufficient 
room for the officers to be seated. The 
people frequently have to stand up and 
the prisoners are crowded. Two years 
ago I had the houor of calling the atten- 
tion of the board of aldermen to this 
matter und it was referred to tho com- 
mittee ou public property. They looked 
luto the matter and made a unanimous 
report to the oity o&uucil that the pres- 
ent quarters were inadequate aud that 
ue w ones should be provided, and then 
the city council referied it to the next 
city government. 1 am unable to see 
why the city of Newtou cauuot provide 
suitable accommodations similar, if not 
as good as those ot Waltham, Malden, 
Cambridge, Somerville, Woburn aud 
Marlboro. 

Formerly all the fines imposed by the 
police couit were paid to tbe County of 
Middlesex. Under tin* nresent law they 
are paid to tbe city of Newtou. if these 
flues could be put into a sinking fund to 
provide for the payment lor a 
uew police station aud court house, tbe 
reut which iliu County of Middlesex 
would pay for the use of the court room 
would go towards paying the interest 
on the notes aud iu a short time it would 
pay for itself aud would uot cost the 
city of Newtou a dollar. 

It seems to tue the time has arrived 
when there should be a few reserved of- 
ficers at tbe central station at all times 
iu case of emergency. At present there 
is not room for them. 

The law piovides that cities having 
the population of Newton, shall have a 
niatiou at the central station. Theie are 
a great mauy woman aud girls brought 
to this statiou iu the course cf a yeu; - . 
There is no tualrou iu Newtou to attend 
to them uor uuy suitable quarters for 
oue. For those aud mauy other reasons 
that l might suggest, I earnestly hope 
your honorable board will give this mat- 
ter your earnest consideration.

Iu refereuce to the above communica- 
tion Alderman Hamilton said that lie 
thought it was a matter of suflioieut im- 


portance to warrant thorough investiga- 
tion And taking steps tor no imnu diite 
remedy of tho uufortunato conditions 
stated to exist. 

Theso papers from tho common coun- 
cil were aefod upon in concurrence: 
Communication from the Nowton and 
Boston Street Ktilwnp for permit to 
withdraw its petition for locations for 
poles on Commonwealth avenue and a k- 
ing for a new looitlon on Beacon stroet, 
received and placed on file; petition of 
Hunter, at al, for sidewalks on Faiiviow 
street referred to the committee on high- 
ways; petiti >n of A W. Pope, Horace 
Couseus, John and J. K. Ward and 
Francis II. Kingsbury, claiming damages 
for land taken for sewer in Glen avenue, 
referred to committc on sewers: peti- 
tion for two street lights on Beacon 
stroet, Ward 0, referied to street light 
committee. 

G. H. Elder inspector of buildings pre- 
sented a communication in reference to 
a building which Mrs. Eliza A. Prescott, 
objected to. It was tor a stable, 20 x 20, 
on land of J. A. Page. The consent of 
the abutting owner bad been granted. 
Referred to the commirteo on licenses. 

At this point a hearing was given on 
petitiou of the New England Telgraph 
and Telephone Company for locations 
for Doles aud wires on Elmwood and 
Park streets and for permission to Dut 
cross-arms to fire telephone poles on Par- 
sons Stree'. Richard Hill protested. Uu 
thought be wires should be placed un- 
derground. 

The boud of EngeDe W. Pratt, con- 
stable, was presented and approved. 

George W. Morse was granted permit 
to move two buildings, one from Pros- 
pect park, and one from Appleton street 
to now locations on Homer street. 

Aldermau Green presented tbe petition 
of H. M. Knowles for a sower on Water 
town street, 130 feet from tbe corner of 
Ediuboro street. Referred to sewer com- 
mittee. 

Following the presentation of these 
petitions, a hearing opened on the peti- 
tiou of the Newton and Boston Street 
Rail vay Co. for location for poles on 
Beacon street, the object being to run a 
feed wire from the power house of that 
company to supply power to the Welles- 
ley aud Boston Comuauy, Mr. Samuel 
L. Powers appeared for the petitioners. 
Ho said that the company previously pe- 
titioned for a location on the new boule- 
vard, but had decided to withdraw it as 
there had been considerable objection 
made. It was therefore decided, said 
Mr. Powers to ask for the Beacon stroet 
route, although the company is perfectly 
willing to tako either Beacon street or 
Commonwealth avenue, dependent upon 
the decision of tbe city council. When 
r be location on Commonwealth avenue 
was asked for it. was thought that oue 
line of poles could be erected through 
tbe centre of the boulevard which could 
be utilized for tbe feed wire and also for 
the purposes of carrying the street rail 
way and electric light fixtures. The com- 
pany’s uuderstanding of the position of 
the city was that consent would be given 
for tbe erection of only one line of poles 
in Commonwealth avenne. The only 
wavs available for cairying tbe proposed 
feed wire to tbe Wellesley line tor the 
purpose stated in the petition are Com- 
monwealth avenue and Beacon street. 

Alderman Hamilton — Mr. Powers, have 
you h«ard of any objection to the erec- 
tion of poles ou Beacon street. 

Mr. Powers — I had not until tonight. 

I le: in d, however,, this evening, Jrbat 
there was some objection to the Beacon 
street route. 

Mr. J. B. Goodrich appeared for the 
purpose of requesting the board, in the 
ovent of its granting the location for the 
feed wire asked for, to limit its use to 
the purpose alone of providing electric 
power for the operation of street rail- 
ways. His point was that without any 
limitation the company might have 
power to distribute electricity for street 
lighting or any other legitimate purpose. 

Mr. Powers said that the company had 
no thought of distributing electricity for 
street lighting purposes. The real ob- 
ject of its petition was to enable it to 
supply power to operate the cars of the 
Wellesley and Boston Street Railway 
Co. 

Alderman Degen asked if the street 
railway and the electric light compauy 
would agree to the joint use of poles ou 
tbs boulevard. 

Mr. Powers— Certainly, if an agree- 
ment that is mutually satisfactory cau be 
agreed upon. 

Mr. Webster — Mr. Powers, has your 
company ever considered the feasibility 
of putting the wires underground? 

Mr. Powers— 1 think not. for the simple 
reason that it is uot feasible iu Newton on 
account of the great expense. 

Alderman White presented a protest of 
the Waban Improvement Society to which 
over 40 signatures were attached. The re- 
monstrant* strenuously objected to thedis- 
tigurement of Beacon street They ob- 
jected to a live wire on account of its dau- 

E erous character and to additional poles 
ecause of the damage to real estate. 

Mr. Goodrich again addressed the 
board for the purpose, he said, of reiterat 
iug his suggestion relative to the graut- 
iug of locutions lot poles and wires ou 
streets where locations had been pre- 
; viously granted. In the case of all new 
j locations be thought provision should be 
i made to prevent interference with exist- 
. ing wires. There had been frequent 
1 cases of contact with the wires of the 
light company he said, because the rail- 
: road people had put up their poles aud 
! wires in dangerous proximity to fliuao 
I of the former compauy. 

| Mr. Goodrich in reply ^o Alderman 
i Plummer said that the Gas and Electric 
I light company was ready to co-op- 
erate in the joint use of poies. The gus 
compauy, suul he, has a liuo of poles mi 
Beacon street. If those poles are suffi- 
ciently strong to carry the feed wire 
which the Newton and Boston street 
Railway Company desires to run through 
that highway ihe gas company will give 
i o cousent to attaching it to its poles. 
If i bo poles are uot sufficiently strong, 
the gas company would offer uo objec- 
tion to their being replaced at the ex- 
pense of course, of the street railway 
company. 

Mi Webster appeared aR the represen- 
tative of the Waban Improvement Soci- 
ety. The society thought that the wires 
i-ouid be placed underground aud that 
the power for operating the Welleslev 
aud Boston line could be equally well 
supplied from Natick. Tbe residents of 
Wuhan. Mr. Webster said, objected to a 
j heavy feed wire and mauy of them, said 
he, are here to speak for thoiuselves ou 
this subject. 

Mr. W. C. Strong said that tho feeling 
in Waban was strongly in opposition to 
i grautiug addi'iouul locations for poles 
und wires ou Boacou .Street. That tlior- 
j oughtare, said lie, bus a distinct charac- 
ter of its own. It i* ihe only direct line 
from Boston westward. '1 he street is 
vur> iui row in some phuts. It should 
bo preserved as a quiet entrance to 
Boston, There are two Hues of poles al 
ready iocaied ou Beacon stieet and a 
third would be very objectionable. To 
grant such a franchise without any 
• univalent whatever would ho unjust to 
the i o» i dents and ^nt-rs ot real estate 
along that highway. It seems to iuo 
I that seme other route could lie selected. 


Alderman Hamilton— Is it on the 
ground simply of the disfigurement of 
tho street, Mr. Strong, that you object to 
tbe proposed toed wire? 

Mr. Strong No sir. A feed wire is a 
live wire and consequently is dangerous 
to the public travel . 

Alderman Hummer— YVlmt do you 
mean by getting uo equivalent? 

Mr. Stronu — I moan that there is no 
equivalent to owners of real estate for 
this prop mod obstruction of Beacon 
street. 1 want to say, however, that no 
question of compensation would have 
any weight in this matter. 

Alderman White — if L understand you 
Mr. Strong, you moan that residents will 
receive no return through tho uso of 
electric cars and that the street is simp- 
ly given up for tho accommodation of ati 
outside company? 

Mr. Strong— That was my idea. 

Mr. Powers at this point suggested 
that the city give the Newton Boston 
Streot R dl way Company permit to erect 
it substantial line of poles through tbo 
centre of tbe boulovard, it being under- 
stood that theso poles were to be utilized 
for street railway, street lighting and 
other purposes under such terms and 
conditions at the city might determine. 

Mr. Seaver, superintendent of the Bos- 
ton public schools, said that as one 
interested in the future development and 
character of Waban, he felt compelled to 
entor bis emphatic protest to the pro- 
posed running of n feed wire through 
Beacon Btreet. It would be, said he, a 
dangerous appurtenance iu a narrow 
street. It would also be an incumbrance. 
There is not a resident of Waban but re- 
grets that the proposition has beon 
made. The proper place for such a wire 
is iu a wide avetiue like tbe boulevard. 
I can’t imagine why Beacon street should 
have been selected when the effect ou 
the interest of residents there can only 
bo detrimental. Tbe looation asked for 
is merely to accommodate a corporation 
outside the city and to permit it to in- 
jure, nt least to some extent, the proper- 
ty of every man who has laud on or uear 
Beacon street. 

Mr. Strong— The city of Nowton, I 
understand, owns land in Waban that 
might be depreciated if this feed wire 
was to run through Beacon street. It 
struck me that it would be a good idea 
for the mayor to add his name to the re- 
moustrauce that was presumed hero this 
cyening. 

Mr, Page, representing tho ownership 
of two thirds of a mile of real estate on 
Beaoou street objected to the feed wire. 
He said that he considered Waban one of 
the most picturesque sections of the city. 
These additional poles, said he, would 
uot only be an injury from a picturesque 
standpoint, hut would depreciate, in his 
judgment, the value of taxable property. 
There was besides the danger from the 
location there of a live feed wire. 

The healing was closed. 

The Newtou & Watertown Gas Light 
Compauy was given a hearing on its pe- 
tition for location for Doles and wires 
on O'is streer, permit also to be given 
to the New England Telephone & Tele- 
gragh Comuauy to use s*id poles. A 
protest from Mr. E. B. Wilson was read, 
also a protest from W. F. Lawrence, 
Levi F Warren, Sarah Davis aud others. 

Mr. George H. Staples appeared and 
favored tbe granting of the petition. 
What we need on Otis stieet, said he, is 
more light. If we are provided with the 
light, lie added, it will be necessary to 
graut the locatiou for poles aud wires. 
A majority of the owners of real estate 
on O is street favor the granting of tbo 
petition. 

Alcbjrman Plummer— Has Mr. Wilson 
putnjTanew house on Otis street and 
wired it for electricity? 

Mr. Staples — Me has. 

The hearing was closed. 

The Wellesley & Boston Street Rail- 
way. was given a hearing on its petition 
for locatiou for poles and wires on Wash- 
ington and Margin streets for the pui- 
pose of operating a line extending from 
the Wellesley line to West Newton. It 
included a request for permit to attnch 
its span wires to the poles of the New 
England Telephone & Telegraph Ci m- 
pauy on Washington street. The con- 
sent of the latter compauy for the attach 
raent of said span wires has been filed. 

Mr. Vernon E. Carpenter thought that 
Margin street was so narrow that it would

Ah nn owner of renl estato, bo Raid, be 
should objeot to the location of poloB or 
tracks on Margin Btreet. Mr. L. G. 
Pratt, added Mr. Carpenter, authorized 
tne to protest in his behalf ngainst 
tho addition of poles on Margin street. 

Mr. Goodrich said that tho gas com- 
pany waH willing to agree to the putting 
up of new poloB to be used jointly by the 
Btreet railway and gaH company along 
the proposed route. Ho submitted the 
form of an agreement which had been 
drawn up, but which the rnitroad had 
not yet agreed to. 

Mr. Powers said that the railroad 
management hnd not accepted the propo- 
sition of the gas company because it 
was regarded as unfair in some particu- 
lars. The railroad company, he added, 
is willing to agree to the joint occupancy 
of tho poles, leaving the terms and con- 
ditions to tho committee on street rail- 
ways if it will consent to act as arbitrator 
in the matter. 

Mr. J. T. Allen suggested that possibly 
some arrangement could be made with 
the Boston & Albany Railroad Company 
in view of the proposed separation of 

t 'rades to secure a strip of land along the 
ine of Margin street. In that way the 
street could bo widened so that there 
would be less objection to putting up 
the poles required. As the street railway 
line from Wellesley will be a great feeder 
for the B. * A., I think, said Mr. Allen, 
that it would consent to the release of a 
strip of land. 

A protest was read from Frederick 
Curtis. Mr. Lyman of Newton L >wer 
Falls favored placine the wires under- 
ground in a section of Washington street 
where, in his judgment, it was necessary 
for safety. Tho hearing was closed. 

A hearing was given on the order pro- 
viding for the laying out of that section 
of the boulevard, extending from Wash- 
ington to Auburn street. No one ap- 
peared in remonstrauce aud the hearing 
was closed. 

These petitions were disposed of: 
Mary Tucker, et al, for sewer in Wyan- 
otte street, referred to committee on 
sewers; residents of Rice street for a 
street light to take the place of an oil 
lamp, referred to committee on street 
lights; G. F. Gates for concrete sidewalks 
on Temple and Sterling streets, and of 
residents of Prince street for concrete 
sidewalks on that roadway , referred to 
highway committee. 

On a petition of the Newton & Water- 
town Gas Light Company for permit to 
locate street lights on Waverley avenue 
and Park street, a hearing before the 
board of mayor and alderman was or- 
dered for Mouday eveniug, April 22, at 
7.45 o’clock.

HON. LEVERETT SALTON STALL. | 


PASSED AWAY MONDAY NIOUT AT 
CHESTNUT HIM.— WAH ONE OF NEW- 
ton’h MOST EMINENT | CITIZENS— 
CAME OF ANCESTRY FAMOUS IN MAS- 
SACHUSETTS. 


Hon. Leverett SaltonstaU died at his 
home at ChoBtnut Hill, Mouday evening, 
between 0 and 10 o'olnck. He hud been 
in poor health for somo timo but Iub 
f riends did not look for his death no 
soon. 

Leverett SaltonstaU was for many 
years a central figure among the Democ- 
racy of Massachusetts. He was a mem- 
ber of tho old SaltonstaU family of Salem, 
Mass., a desceudcnt of Sir Richard Salton- 
hi all. who camo over from Eugland with 
Gov. Winthrop and was one of the six 
patentees of thooolonv of. Massachusetts. 

Mr. Siltonstall’fl fattier,! Leverett, wns 
one of tbe leading men of Salem, and its 
first mayor, no was eminent as an ad- 
vocate, speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, president of tbe State Seuate, 
member of Congress, a fellow of tbe 
Royal Society, doctor of laws, and one of 
the overseers of Harvard College. 

His son Leverett, who has just died, 
was born March 16, 1825, at Salem. He 
entered Harvard College in 1840, gradu- 
ating four years later. 

After leaving collego ho visited Fayal 
and then went to Eugland with tbe in : 
tention of touring tbe continent. He 
was called back, however, bv the death 
of his father. lie entered the Harvaid 
law school in 1845, studied two yeaiB, 
and then wont abroad again, visiting tbe 
European countries, Palestine, Syria aud 
the Black sea. After an absence of two 
years aud a half he returned to Boston 
and completed his law education with 
Sobier & Welch, beiug admitted to the 
bar iu the autumn of 1850. He practised 
in Bostou until he aocopted tbe cbaii- 
mansliip ot the stato committee of the 
Boll aud Everett party. 

He belitved that a civil war would fol- 
low the election of Abraham Lincoln, 
and thought tho only way to prevent it 
would be the election of Bell and Ever- 
ett. At this time he was a candidate for 
Congress on the Constitutional Union 
and Democratic tickets, and ran against 
Charles Francis Adams. He was defeated 
but made so good a run as to break up 
the district. 

Mr. SaltonstaU was a war Democrat

Gurdou S iltoiiRtall, son of Nathaniel, 
born at H overbid in 1600, and graduated 
at Harvird iu 1684, became the minister 
of New London, Cl., was a very famous 
preacher, and became Governor of Con- 
necticut from 1708 till his death in 1724. 
All the American S iltonstalls, it is be- 
lieved. aro descendants from Nathaniel 
and Elizabeth Siltotistali, mat lied at 
Haverhill in 1068, In their successive 
generations t bey, Held important positions 
and administered generous hospitality 
upon the ancestral estate. 

It is to the credit or Nathaniel Salton 
stall that he refused to take nart in the 
proceedings of ilia notorious court for 
the trinlof the witches ot Salem in 1602. 
AU the Saltonstalls were military men, 
and succeeded each other in command of 
the Noilh Essex regiment. Richard Sal- 
tonstall, horn in 1708 at Haverhill, I grad- 
uated iu 1722, colouel at 28. was judge of 
the superior court from 1736 till his 
death in 1756.

Why would it not be a good 
idea to appoint a commission of the same 
class of men as the last boulevard com- 
mission, say one living near each railway 
station in the city of Newton, to look 
into this question and report to the city 
government upon some location, so that 
i esidenls living iu all parts of the citv 
might have theii interests looked alter.”

and made speeches on Boston Common 
and with Edward Everett in Tremont 
Temple to encourage th^oarrying on of 
the war. 

In 1875 Gov. Gaston appointed him 
commissioner for Massachusetts to the 
Centennial exposition, and until tbe end 
of the exhibition he worked arduously 
in the interest of those coming from the 
Old Bay State. 

While in church one Sunday he re- 
ceived a telecram from he state Demo- 
cratic committee entreatiug him to go to 
Florida as a member of tbe returning 
board. He did so, and convinced him- 
self that Tilden had been defraudod ot 
the presidency. 

After that he busied himself with 
whatever was for the public interest. 
He was very independent iu his expres 
sion of public nun and matters. Mr. 
SaltonstaU was well known for the inter 
cat he took in agricultural matters. 

He was the sixth iu lineal descent who 
have graduated from Harvard College, 
and his sou was the seventh. He was 
elected an overseer of Harvard in 1870 
for Bix years and re-elected at the end ot 
that time. Mr. SaltonstaU twice presided 
over state conventions of the Democratic 
party and stood higher among its chiet- 
taius. He was a member of the Massa- 
chusetts Historical Society, a trustee of 
the Perkins Institute for tho Bliud aud 
held other positions of less account. 

In 1885 he was appointed by President 
Cleveland collec’or of the port of Boston, 
a post which lie acceptably filled to the 
end of his term of office. He declined to 
be appointed a civil service commissioner 
but as collector and otherwise manifested 
his interest in civil service reform. 

He was also a member of tho Massa- 
chusetts Historical Society, New Eng 
land Historic Genealogical Society aud 
Bostonian Society, one of the trustees of 
tbe Massachusetts Society for Promoting 
Agriculture, president of Mie Uuitarian 
Club. was£uppointed in 1854 ou the staff 
of Gov. Emory Washburn with tho rauk 
of lieutenant-colonel, and in 1854 was 
commissioner from Massachusetts to tho 
Centennial exhibition ul Philadelphia. 

He was married at Salem, Oct. 19, 
1854, to Rose S., daughter of John C. aud 
Harrie' Lee. Of this union there were 
six children— Leverett SaltonstaU, Ji, 
(deceased 1868), Richard M., Rose L. 
(Mrs. Dr. West), Philip Levere t, Mary 
E. (Mrs. Louis Agassiz Shaw) aud Eudi- 
cott Peabody SaltonstaU. 

The wealthiest aud best known of tbe 
companions of John Winthrop iu bis 
\ojage across the Atlantic in the Arabel- 
la fioiu Yarmouth to Salem was Sir 
Richard SaltonstaU of Loudon. His 
uuole bad been loid mayor iu 1597, aim 
they were desceudi-d from an old 
Yorkshire family. On his arrival iu 
A merica Sir Richard, with Rev. George 
Philips, progeutor of the laiuous luunly 
of that name, commenced tbe piautuliou 
of W iteiLowo, and, as first assistant, was 
present at, the first court of assistants, 
held at Charlestown, Aug. 23, 1630. He 
win., however, somewhat advanced iu 
years, the hardships of tbe first winter 
were extreme, aud in the following 
spring he returned to England with the 
female aud youugei portion of bis family 
leaving, however, bis two eldest sous. 

Liviug many years after, Sir Richard 
always kept up his commotion with the 
colony and colonists, and was active iu 
promoting the settlement of the Con 
neotiout. By his will, made iu 1658, he 
left a legacy to Ilaivard ami his por- 
trait b nigs upon tbe walls of Memorial 
H dl. 

K uliai d SaltonstaU. liis son, settled ut 
Ipswich, aud was au assistant iu 1624. 
Hu built tho first mill at Ipswich, still 
hearing his name. Tho hou»u erected 
by Richard SaltonstaU is still in tolerable 
preservation. 

Heurv SaltonstaU was a member of 
the first class graduated ut Harvard, and 
a great number of tile descendants of 
Richard have mutriuulated at tbe aucieut 
university fostered by the liberality of 
their ancestry. Nuthaniel SaltonstaU. 
sou of Richard of Ipswich, Hurvard 1649, 
settled iu Haverhill, marrying Elizabeth, 
daughter of Rev. John Ward, its first 
minister, himself boru iu Haverhill, Eng- 
land, und a sou of the famous NuLbauiel 
Ward, first miuister of Ipswiob. From 
Minister Ward, Nathaniel Sultoustall re-

THE OTHER SIDE. 


Mr. James P. Tolroan presents the 
other side, in a communication in another 
column, of those who think that our 
schools are worth all that they cost, and 
who think that the reputation of the 
Newton schools as being the most ex- 
pensive of any city in the Commonwealth 
is of great advantage to Newton, as it 
brings great numbers of desirable citi- 
zens here, wbo have children to educate. 

All discussion of the questioiris valu- 
able, as it will enable the authorities 
and tax-pavers to make up their minds 
as to whether the expenditure pays. 

There are two sides to the question, of 
oourse, one that of the parents wbo have 
children in the schools, and who wish 
them to have every advantage that 
money can procure, and the other that 
of those whose children are already edu- 
cated, and those who have no children. 

Newton’s schools would stand higher 
than, those of Somerville, or any like 
city, in any event, as the character of 
our population is higher, aud the aveiage 
of wealth and culture is far above that 
of most cities, so that parents need not 
fear bad associations for their children. 

This may do quite as much to attract 
parents here, as the expensive reputation 
of the schools. 

The question that affects the city, how- 
ever, is, whether parents who come here 
for our schools, come iu such numbers 
as to compensate by their contributions 
to our tax list, for the great cost of our 
schools, and also whether they remain 
after the education of their children is 
finished. The only thing that can inter- 
fere with the growth aud prosperity of 
Newton is our tax-rate. We have all the 
natural and artificial advantages for 
growth, and we are in the direct line of 
progress, lut if the tax rate becomes too 
high, neither the high reputation of our 
schools, nor all our natural advantages 
can save the city. 

As our school expenses are the largest 
item in our expense account, it is natural 
that they should receive the most at’eu- 
tion| from those in charge of the fiuan 
cial interests of the city, who wish to 
keep the tax rate down to moderate pro- 
portions, and they have given repeated 
warnings against extravagance to the 
sohool board, it must be confessed with- 
out much effeot. The latter see only the 
schools, but the toi mer have to look ac 
not only the schools, hut the highways, 
street lighting, police, fire department, 
and all the hundred aud oue expenses 
that go to make up a well-governed aud 
inviting city. They are as much inter- 
ested iu the success of our school system 
as the school committee itself, and their 
desire to accertaiu if all the expenditures 
are necessary aud wise should uot be 
regarded as an impertinence. They have 
to provide the way s and means of rais- 
ing mouey for all city expenses, as well 
as for schools, and they have to bear all 
the responsibility if the tax-rate is high- 
er tbau the tax-payers think desirable. 

The Detroit plan of giving the use of 
vacant land to the worthy poor is beiug 
imitated by Boston aud many other 
cities, and it has been suggested that it 
could be tried to great advantage iu 
Newton. Although there is not the need 
for it in Newton that there is iu Boston, 
yet the facilities are greater and it would 
seem to offer a very easy relief to what 
cases there may be. Not ouly the un- 
employed having families, but others 
who aie employed a part of the time 
may be henefitted by this. Also there 
ofteu are grown up childreu, or men in 
families, or men too old to work in the 
mills, who can do something in ibis line. 
It seems so very feasible and in- 
expensive that it is almost a shame that 
Newton *h< uld uot stall out iu the pro- 
cession. it is hoped that the matter will 
be takeu up by the Relief so ieties of 
Newtou. Iu Detroit a commission took 
obarge of the matter, accepted about 430 
of the several thousand acies offered, 
had them ploughed, harrowed aud staked 
off into lots of from oue quarter to oue 
half acre each. The cost of breaking up 
the lots was about $3.45 each, aud 1145 
lots were assigned, although there weie 
3,000 applications, two-thirds of whiih 
could uot be granted for lack of funds. 
The lots were takeu cure of by the peo- 
ple, aud yielded about 15 bushels of 
potatoes per lot, aud laige quantities of 
other vegetables aud hy this means 
some 1000 fumilies were uble to get 
through the year without applying for 
relief. Besides the suviug to the city; 
there was the gieat advantage of culti- 
vating liubits of iudustiy, aud a relish 
for out door work, aud as the woik was 
done by the people themselves, the lot 


owners maintained their self-respect, and 
felt that they were supporting them- 
selves. The plan is to bo repeated in 
Detroit this year on an even greattr 
scale. ThiR is the time to inaugurate 
the work tn Newton this year, and there 
would be no trouble in securing land, as 
wo have hundreds of acres unoccu- 
pied. 

IIrahinos 011 the question of includ- 
ing all the towns. about Boston in one 
general head as far ns the water supply 
is concerned, have been held at the State 
House, this week, and have been verv 
lively ones. The bill seems to have been 
framed entirely in the interests of Bos- 
ton and the rights and welfare of out- 
side towns which do not, and will not 
benefit by the scheme for twenty yeais, 
at least, have been entirely disregarded. 
Cambridge, Newton, Waltham and 
Brookline, which have spent a great deal 
of mouey for their water supply, and 
have carefully provided for the future, 
are very unfairly tieated by the bill, and 
they are making a very vigorous remon- 
strance. Newtou, especially, is not 
interested lu the question of Boston’s 
water Bupply, and will not be for thirty 
years, if ever. Besides our city water is 
noted as being the purest in the 
state, while Boston’s is about the reverse, 
so that Newton would be damaged by 
being included in the same systom. 
Towns that have au inadequate system, 
like Maldeo and Revere, may think it to 
their advantage to join with Boston, but 
they have not expended two aud a half 
millions in providing a system of water 
works, that will bo ample for all needs 
for thirty years to come. In fact this 
whole Metropolitan idea is being en- 
gineered for the purpose of getting the 
surrounding towns to help Boston out. 
We are assessed a large sura for the 
Metropolitan Park commission, but 
have so far bad none of the money ex- 
pended in Newton, and many of the 
other assessments levied upon us for 
Greater Boston are of little advantage* 
Mayor Bothfeld gave a vigorus denunci- 
ation of the scheme at the bearings, and 
was supported by Cambridge, Brookline 
aud Waltham. 


The death of Hon. Leverett Salton- 
stall is a great loss to Newton, of which 
he has long been one of its most promi- 
nent and public-spirited citizens. He 
was always interested iu what pertained 
to the welfare of the city, and helped to 
make Chestnut Hill one of the most 
charming villages iu Newton. He was a 
man of strong character, a gentleman of 
the old school, and always commaudeil 
respect for his uprightness of character, 
and advanced ideas on moral and politi- 
c»l questions. He always enjoyed public 
confidence and always deserved it. 


Washington street is soou to te 
double-tracked from Brighton to Oak 
Square, and something ought to be done 
to induce the West End to extend its 
tracks up Tremont street to Park, so 
that Newton people would not be 
obliged to take the dangerous walk from 
Oak Square to Newton, if they are 
obliged to patronize these cars after 
dark. Tremont street could be widened 
now at a very small expense, and proba- 
bly most of tbe land needed would be 
given tree of cost to tbe city. 


Mayor Curtis of Boston does not 
give much encouragement that the cou- 
uectiug link betweeu tbe Boston and 
Newtou boulevards will be built right 
aw iv. Like some private citizeus Bos- 
ton is suffering from a lack of money.

DELAYED DISPATCH. 


I hnd never been left nlone in charge 
of tho office before. It was n cold, blus- 
tery day in January, onoof thoso dreary 
winter days that make one feel so mel- 
ancholy nnd bine, the wind shrieking 
about the building and the snow falling 
thickly in great white flakes, which 
eeemed to bo vying with each other for 
a comfortable spot on which to fall 
when reaching tho friendly bosom of 
earth. Old Sol had not favored us with 
a smile nil day, but hnd sulkily hidden 
his face behind the gray restless clouds. 

It was truly a dismal afternoon. 

Tho oflice building in which I was 
domiciled was one of those dreary old 
oountry stations which 6eemed to be 
dropped along tho side of the railroad 
track at intervals without an effort at 
making them other than what they are, 
both uncomfortable aud unsightly. 

Tho little town of 13 was n sleepy 

little village of about 900 inhabitants, 
built down in a valley, surrounded by 
hills, from which flowed an abundanco 
of beautiful, clear, pure spring water, 
supplying the humblo, contented citi- 
zens. Today the place presented a pic- 
turesque appearance. The snow bad 
been falling heavily during the night, 
and the trees, fences, housetops, bushes 
and streets were completely covered 
With the “beautiful.” 

The principal street of the village end- 
ed at the foot of the long winding hill 
which served as a coasting place for the 
merry young people. The only sign of 
'life about the place this memorablo aft- 
ernoon was the occasional jingle of 
aleighbells wafted to my ears on tho 
frosty air as some farmer’s boy took ad- 
vantage of the deep snow to exhibit bis 
new sleigh, and a merchant now a:-d 
then coming to the station for his small 
shipments. One or two disconsolate 
looking tramps passed my office, trudg- 
ing along through the snow, casting an 
envious glance in my direction as I sat 
in the bow window. 

This cold wintry day, as I sat in the 
little office listening intently to the tick 
of the two instruments on the table in 
front of me, little (lid I dream that it 
was to he tho one eventful day of my 
life. Looking from the windows, I conld 
seoeast and west of me the straight line 
of track stretching away like two silver 
reptiles running side by side over a vast 
white sheet. A short distance north of 
the office was the old woolon mill of 
Bartlet & Sous, from which issned the 
sound of the merry wheels as they hum 
med in busy unison with the click of 
tho looms, keeping company with my 
Wandering thoughts. 

At a distance of perhaps a quarter of 
a mile on each side of my office were 
two curves, preventing my seeing a train 
approach tho station from either direc- 
tion until the shrill whistle of the en- 
gine called for my signal or down brakes. 

1 had just learned telegraphy, or 
thought I had, having studied it about 
four mouths, and had become proficient 
enough, as my sanguine teacher avow- 
ed, to fill the place with perfect safety 
while ho made a pleasure trip to Louis- 
ville, the center of gravity for him. I 
remember 1 had serious misgivings as 
to my ability to take care of tho office 
work mid sat with tears trembling on 
my eyelashes long after the train bear- 
ing my only assistance had disappeared 
and felt very much depressed, as though 
on the eve of some great calamity. 

To throw off this dreadful feeling I 
walked to tho waiting room and back 
several times, humming a popular air tc 
keep up my spirits. 1 think I had been 
thus occupied an hour or so when I 
heard the train dispatcher at "M. ” giv- 
iug an order to tho operator at Wilming- 
ton for No. 48, a freight train coming 
eust. It read: “Train No. 48, engine 
230, has until eleven ten (11:10) a. m. 
to run to Uaysville for No. 11, engine 
245.— R. G. L. ” 

I went to the tablo and copied the or- 
der as it was given, simply doing so to 
pass the time, and heard the operator 
at Wilmington receive it and give tho 
signatures of both conductor and engi- 
neer of No. 48, the dispatcher giving 
him the correct time. Then I noted 
Wilmington reporting No. 48 ont of his 
station at 10:40 u. m. After an inter- 
val of half an hour or so the operator ut 
“M. ” asked if there were any orders for 
No. ill, receiving a negative answer 
from the dispatcher. All this I noted 
casually, not thinking for u moment 
that it had the slightest interest for mu, 
ether than something to copy, und in 
blissful ignorance that we were on tho 
Vergo of u terrible catastrophe. 

In u few moments, while luzily gaz- 
ing west from iuy window, I saw a 
hazy, dark mist curling up over the 
•now capped trees in tho distance, 
which looked very much like smoke 
from uu engine, and while 1 was con- 
jecturing us to what it might mean I 
heart 1 the signal for my target as it 
•ung around the carve into sight. It 
struck mu us being exceedingly strange 
that No. 48, a freight train, was run- 
ning to“M.,“ regardless of tho limited,* 
and 1 concluded to iuform the dispatch- 
er of the unusual situation, telling him 
“No. 48 is coming.” lie answered “O. 
lx. und then I gave them uiv signal 


to go nhnnd. Just ax they were ronnd- \ 
ing tho oastcnrvp, tho cahooso just dis- j 
appearing, “M ” called mo nnd asked, j 
“Is No. 48 on tho siding?” I told him 
“No:” that they had just left the sta- 
tion. giving tho time they had passed. 

His reply: “My God, has No. 48 gone? 
No. 11 1 is pulling out. They will col- 
lide. Can’t you get No. 48?” My hair 
felt, as though it was raising off my 
head, chills chased themselves up nnd 
down my spine, nnd tho cold perspira- 
tion poured down my pnllid eheoks as I 
rushed with nil speed and less grace 
from tho office and frantically waved a 
white apron I woronnd which I tore off 
ns I ran, but tho crow of tho freight 
failed to look back ns the cnbooso sailed 
round tho curve, and my heart almost 
failed me ns I realized that tho only 
hope now was to catch No. Ill before 
they left “M. ” 

I ran hack into my office and sank in- 
to a chair, no longer nblo to stand on 
my feet, scarcely broathing until in a 
fow — hours it seemed to me, but in 
reality — seconds the dispatcher called 
me, saying, “ VVo’vg got No. 11.” Woro 
ever words so sweerao mortal ears? Tho 
tick of that littlo brass sounder ns it 
rang thoso words through tho room was 
like sweot music, so welcome wore they 
to mo. 

How did they got No. 111? I will tell 
you. When I told tho dispatcher that 
No. 48 was beyond rocnll, ho opened a 
window in mad lmsto nnd screamed to 
tho people on tho platform below him, 
“For God’s sake, stop that train 1” And 
they, ronliziug tlint something was ter- 
ribly wrong, rushed after tho rapidly 
disappearing traiu, frantically waving 
handkerchiefs and umbrellas, scroaming 
like madmen, finnlly attracting the at- 
tention of tho rear brakeman just ns No. 

1 1 1 was going ont of sight nnd hearing. 
They backed up on a siding and waited, 
nnd soon tho freight traiu pulled into 
“M. ” station, the crow as unconcerned 
ns though they hnd not jnst escapod a 
smashup and the possibilities of instant 
death a fow moments before. 

A white faced operator, with trem- 
bling lips, leaned out of the window and 
asked them, “Hnveu’t yon forgotton 
something?” Aud the forgotten order 
was suddenly remembered, but too late 
for them. 

The whole crow was of course dis- 
charged, and I — well, whon thoso wel- 
come words wero ticked off that doar old 
sounder, telling me that No. Ill’s crew 
aud passengers were snfe, I lost con- 
sciousness nnd only came back to life in 
time to hear the conductor of No. Ill 
say to his engineer: "Poor girl, she has 
fainted. Sho is almost frightened to 
doath. ” 

Had I not warned the dispatcher in 
time for him to catch the passenger 
train, there would have been a horrible 
collision, and wo can only picture to 
ourselves the horrors accompanying such 
a'catastrophe. 

My reward was a position with tho 
company and a bandsomo gold watch. I 
staid with the company bat a short 
time, however, for 1 never could cure 
myself of the horror I had of railroad 
telegraphing produced by ray terrible 
experience that wintry (lay in January, 
and as I writo this story, sitting here 
in my cozy little sitting room by a 
bright coal fire, watching tho flames 
creeping around the black diamonds in 
the grate, as I go over the scenes and 
situations of that dreary afternoon, I 
shudder and wonder if old Father Time 
will over enable mo to forget that 
dreadful experience, so that I can speak 
of it nil without a shudder. — North- 
west Magaziuo. 


Russian Trait*. 

Tho Russians are lazy and effemi- 
nate. In the winter they seldom walk, 
aud when they do so they crawl along, 
muffled up in furs, aud do not move 
with any briskness. One sees a great 
many military officers in Moscow, aud 
their want of smartness is noticeable. 
Numbers are always to bo seen loung- 
ing about the boulevards with their 
hands in the pockets of their gray over- 
coats. These boulevard warriors do not 
look very formidable. Tho Cossacks nre 
dirty looking ruffians, badly dressed and 
mounted on small horses, which are 
said to be excellent animals, possessing 
wonderful staying power. I was told by 
an officer that the Cossacks have degen- 
erated very much and have been spoiled 
by being turned into regulars. Tho Cos- 
sacks of tho Don especially have deteri- 
orated, but thoso of the Caucasian re- 
gions aro fiuo soldiers. 

One of tho worst characteristics of 
the Russians is their dishonesty in trade. 
In Moscow, oveu in many of the best 
shops, one has to bargain for purchases, 
us a much higher price than is expected 
is always asked. In this way foreign- 
ers in Moscow no doubt frequently pay 
three or four times the necessury price 
fur articles. In the same way one has 
to bargain for everything, und this, in 
my opinion, constitutes ouo of the most 
disagreeable things connected with life 
in Russia. Ouo uhvuys imagines that 
one is beiug swindled, aud too frequent- 
ly, no doubt, tho idea is not a vain one. 

That the Russians are a dirty people 
is well known. Very few houses have 
even u footbath in them, and although 
there are fine public baths the Kus- 
fcians, even of the upper olusses, seldom 
timke use of them. Indeed I believe the 
lower orders aro cleaner in this respooL 
•—Westminster Review.

I do not believe 
that, your position fairly represents tho 
parents and taxpayers of the city and I 
hope you may be able to And room for 
this communication so that tbo valuable 
influence of your paper m iy not be 
tinned ontirely In what I conceive to bo 
a mistiikon direction. 

You say that our schools cost mnro 
than those of Somerville. Good I Wo 
want them to. Why did 1 select Newton 
for a home? Becauao desiring to livo in 
a suburb of Boston 1 chose that one 
which seemed to mo to offer tho greatest 
advantages for retiring a young family 
and chief among theso advantages was 
the high character of her schools. Why 
have my neighbors moved here from 
Somerville, |Belmout, Malden, Lynn, 
Chelsea and Wellesley? Largely for the 
reason I have named. 

You say that we pay our superintend- 
ent of Schools a higher salary than is 
done in Somerville. That is right. When 
our committee needed a new superin- 
tendent they searched the state to get 
the best that could bo found. The prin- 
cipal of our High school is said to re- 
ceive a salary of $000 higher than is paid 
in Somerville. It is to tbe credit of 
our committee thnt when they found 
a vacaucy to be filled in this posi- 
tion they used every effort to And tho 
best possible person for the place, nnd 
availing themselves of the wide informa- 
tion of the State Board of Education 
they chose one of tho very best teacbeis 
in New England. One of my ohildren 
has been through tho Rchool dining his 
regime and I look forward with great sat- 
isfaction to tbe prospect of another eli- 
te: ing next full. The school seems to bo 
a model iu its harmonious operation and 
the development of its pupils is on a 
high intellectual aud moral plane. 

Our female teachers are paid more 
than iu other cities. I am very glad to 
have this evidence of tbe desire of our 
school management to secure picked 
teachers instead of being content with 
tbe average. 

When Newton enters the race for tho 
cheapest scnools we shall see a change 
in tbe character of those who seek her 
for a home. But that it may be a long 
time before she swerves from her ambi- 
tion to have the best schools is the earn- 
est hope of your respectful subscriber.

THAT WAS THE PRINCIPAL TOPIC AT 

MEETING OF SCHOOL HOARD MONDAY 

EVENING — CITY COUNCIL ItEQUESTED 

TO PROVIDE POUR ADDITIONAL ROOMS 

IN RICE SCHOOL— SALAftY OF SEWING 

TEACHERS INCREASED AND PROVISION 

MADE FOR ADDITIONAL TEACHERS IN 

CLAFLIN. HVDK AND WADE SCHOOLS. 

At the meeting of the school board 
Wednesday evening, Mr. J. E. Hollis pre- 
sided. 

Firat in order came resigna’ions and 
appointment of teachers. Mis* Cora E. 
Davis resigned as kindergarten teacher 
in the Underwood school, dating from 
May 1. The resignation was accepted 
aud Miss Frances E. Cheney appointed 
to tbe vacancy with salary at rate of 
$(W. 

Tbe resignation of Miss Pierce, first 
assistant of Eliot school was read and 
accepted and Miss Lilian A. Shuman ap- 
pointed to the vacancy with salary at 
rate of $700 per annum. 

Miss Blanche Townsend was app )inted 
an assistant in the Eliot school, with 
salary at rate of $620 per annum. 

Supt. Aldrich presented bis customary 
monthly report. In connection with it, 
be first presented a petition from resi- 
dents of Ward Six favoring the introduc- 
tion of a department of industrial train- 
ing. Tbe committee was earnestly re- 
quested to take tbe matter under advise- 
ment. Among tbe signers of tbe peti- 
tion Mrs. Alvab Hovey, Mrs. A. F. 
Flanders, Mrs Gardner Colby, Mrs. D. 
B. Claflin, Mrs. A. L. Harwood, Mrs. M. 
O. Rice, Mrs. S. V. A. Hunter, Mrs. J. 
W. Parker and Mrs. Henry D. Dcgeu, 
The petition was referred to the com- 
mittee on courses of study. 

The superintendent called attention to 
tbe necessity of providing additional ac- 
commodations for pupils iu the Rice and 
Mason schools. In tbe former, he said 
that there were 208 pupils in 4 rooms; in 
in the latter, 351 t>upils in 8 rooms. He 
said that in tbe Rice, there was pi easing 
need for one room now rt> accommodate 
one-half of the pnpils in Miss Baker’s 
class. Auother room, he added, is need- 
ed tor establishing a kindergarten. 
While these two rooms would pi o vide 
for immediate wants, to m ke suitable 
provision for future requirements, tour 
new rooms should be added to tbe Rice 
building. No time should be lost in 
bringing this matter before tbe city 
council, as tbe new moms should be 
ready for occupancy at tbe beginning of 
the school term in September. 

The committee on rules and regula- 
tions to whom tbe recommendations of 
the superintendent was referred relative 
to additional teachers recommended the 
employment of one assistant each iu the 
Claflin, Hyde and Wade schools. The 
report was accepted and its recom- 
j mendattons adopted. 

■ Mr. Mason said that there would be in 
j reality only an increase of two teacbeis 
j as one bad been already provided. The 
• order does not contemplate, be added, 
tbe immediate appointment of these as- 
sistants: it allows such appointment and 
is really preparatory to the beginning of 
the next school year. 

An order offered by Mr. Ward was 
passed providing for the discontinuance 
of tbe use of slates aud slate pencils 
from close of school year in Juue. 

' There were some inquiries made relative 
to the cost involved, as it would necessi- 
tate substitution, of course, of paper, 
peus and lead pencils. N > defiuite esti- 
mate was, nowever, available. Mr. Ward 
thought the cost would not he a very 
considerable item. Mr. Howes said that 
the passage of tbe order would be, un- 
doubtedly, a source of gratification to 
tbe people of Newton.

Frank Edmauds, Rice and Copelatui ap- 
i peared as a committee re presen Hug the 
Newtou Centre Improvement Associa- 
tion aud uiged speedy action in tbe 
mutter. Mr. Edmauds said the preseut 
accommodations were inadequate. S one 
of tbe children bad been placed iu a 
j coriidor iu tbe K'Ce school.

For the first time in the history of 
Massachusetts, says the Springfield Re- 1 
publican, the liquor-selling druggists ap 
pear to be iu lively danger of beiug 
brought under the effective fire of tho 
law. What the courts have failed to do 
Heory M. Wbituey and his associates of 
tho state board of pharmacy appear to 
he in a fair way of accomplishing with 
some degree of success— the creation of 
a wholesome respect tor the laws which 
rule out the drug store as a dram-shop. 
We have for so long been without any 
: check on this unlawful phase of the rum 
evil tnat the new state cf thiugs natural- 
ly raises great protest. It is asserted 
that some of the men who have failed to 
pass the muster of the state hoard are 
j not such great siiiuers us others who 
have been indorsed, hut such instances 
will he pardoned if the geneial effect is 
what it promises to be. All men who 
show too great a proportion of the sale 
of liquor to other drugs disposed of 
stand in grave peril of losiug their sixth 
class license. For this lioeuse only $1 is 
paid, uud this expenditure carries with 
it no right to make any illegitimate sales 
of liquor. Anv man who sells an undue 
proportion of liquor under these circum- 
stances cannot complain if the state 
hoard refuse to iudorse him as a fit man 
to hold a special privilege from the 
state, i’hat is the long aud the short of 
the matter.

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COUNCIL OF IMJCATOIIS. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF MASSACHUSETTS 
ASSOCIATION OF CLASSICAL AND 
IIIOII SCHOOL TEACHERS — INTERESTING 
PAPBUS HV PRINCIPAL E. .1. GOODWIN 
AND MIL H, WARItEN DAVIS OF THIS 
CITY— PROF. OAPKN'S VIKWR ON THE 
VALUE OF SCIENTIFIC CULTURE. 


Tho 28th annual session of tbe Massa- 
cbusetts Association of Clsssical and 
High School Teaohors opened last Friday 
in the Newton high school "aym.” 
Nearly all the towns and cities in the 
eastern part of the state were repre- 
sented. President Arthur L. Goodrich, 
principal of the Salem high school, pre- 
sided. 

Mr. Frank A. Hill of Cambridge, secre- 
tary of the state board of education, 
gave the initial paper, his topic being, 
“What is a High School?” Mr. E. J. 
Goodwin, principal of the Newton high, 
was introduced following tho reading of 
Mr. Hill's paper. He gave an essay on 
“The Function of the Public High 
School.” Among other things he said : 

The most remarkable fact concerning 
public high sohools in recent years, is 
their rapid growth. It would be inter- 
esting to know just how many pupils iu 
the whole couutry attend such schools, 
and how much money is appropriated for 
their support; but the statistics bearing 
upon these questions are very defective. 
Tho cost ot the public high schools is 
not obtainable even from Massachusetts. 
The total enrolment of high school 
pupils in 47 states and territories tor the 
school ye..r 1890 91 was reoorted as 211,- 
596. For the school year 1880-81 twenty- 
live of these 47 states aucl territories 
made no report of the number of pupils 
iu the high schools. 

I am compelled, therefore, to base my 
belief in the rapidly increasing popular! 
ty of the public secondary schools upon 
apparently reliable statistics obtained 
from five of tbe Now England stales. 
Tho increase in ten years, from '82 to ’92 
in the number of oupilB attending the 
public secondary schools of Maine was 
£3 per cent. During the same period 
New Hampshire gained 12 percent.; Ver- 
mont, 33 per ient. ; Rhode Island, 79 per 
cent.; and Massachusetts, 47 per cent. 
So numerous and wide spread have these 
schools become iu Massachusetts “that 
95.4 per cent, of the. whole population 
are directly provided with this instruc- 
tion in their own towns.” 

What does the public high school 
stand for? What is its aim or purpose? 
What return does tho community get for 
the money so liberally expended in its 
support? 

The question is not a new one, but it 
properly recurs whenever an attempt is 
made to enlarge the functions of the high 
school, or to readjust its curriculum. 
That wo are on the eve of such an en- 
largement and readjustment is generally 
admitted. The new programs of studies 
proposed by the Committee ot Ten, aud 
the new law in Massachusetts calling for 
a high manual training school in cities 
and towns of more than twenty tbousaud 
inhabitauis are clearly defined issues 
that must bo met in some way or other 
during the next throe years. I do not 
however, delude myself with the thought 
that I shall add anything new to the 
great body of discussious that centre 
about the question of the serviceab’.euess 
of tbe public high school. In fact I pur- 
posely avoid the discussiou of those 
phases of the questiou that are distinc- 
tively new. 

Nevertheless I both recognize and ad 
mit that tbe proper luuctiou of the 
public high school varies somewhat with 
the rapidly chauging conditions of our 
civilization. But whether tbe citios of 
the Bay State should offer freo instruc- 
tion in manual training, and adopt the 
recommendations of the Committee of 
Teu are questions that I will pass along 
to those who are to follow me iu this 
discussion. 

The secondary school is the uursery of 
the technical school, and of tho college 
as well. Hundreds of capable boys and 
girls ot slender means are impelled every 
year to enter the colleges, tbe scientific 
schools, aud the professional schools of 
New England because the local high 
schools offer a preparation for these in- 
stinuions, which is free of cost. 

Not only do the high schools educate 
teachers for the elemeutaiy schools, and 
furnish material for the technical schools 
and colleges, hut they supplement the 
training of the lower schools and give it 
uuity aud completeness. It is the 
peculiar luuctiou of the elementary 
school to present to its pupils a great 
body of primary tiuths. As curiosity 
aud activity characterize the child’s 
mind, so the processes of observation 
and acquisition of elemeutary truths dis 
tiuguisu the cnild's school. Thu laws of 
the uuimal and vegetable world ; the re- 
sults of the operation of physical aud 
chemical forces; the language, habits 
and customs of men and society seem to 
the mind of the child as so many simple 
and unrelated phenomena, To close a 
child’s sob »oling at this poiut, where 
childhood ends aud youth begins, to 
thrust him out from the fostering care 
of the school, and into the hustle aud 
confusion of a busy world, is not ouly to 
deprive him of a well rounded education, 
his natural right, but he is thereby com- 
pelled to take his place iu society inade- 
quately prepared to meet the responsible 
duties of intelligent citizenship in a free 
state. No amount of iustruotiou iu iso- 
lated facts imparted to children in ele- 
meutary schools is suflicient of itself to 
produce wise men or trustworthy citi- 
zeus. It is tbe function of the secondary 
school to formulate aud systematize the 
apeoi c knowledge acquired in the ele- 
mentary school, and to complete aud 
render available the truiuiug that is given 
in them. 

To sumraaiize what has been said: 
The secondary school has been organ- 
ized and is maintained by Lite people to 
uplift and strengthen the elemeutary 
sohool ; to open the doors of the techni- 
cal school to those who wish to become 
skilled laborers and artisans; to make a 
college education possible for ambitious 
boys and girls of sleuder means; to give 
completeness and symmetry to ele- 
mental y education; to maintain political 
equably aud ru active sympathy among 
all classes of tneu; to insure the safety of 
tho state by educating incu who have 
the gift of leadership; to extend far and 
wide, directly aud indirectly, the beuefi- 
cuut results of thorough training and 
sound learning; aud to keep the heart of 
the uatioii's liie pure by inculcating on 
the minds of young men and wooaeu 
such principles of philosophy and ethics 
as are found in the teachings of Him 
who said: “All things whatsoever ye 
would that men should do to you, do ye 
even so to them.” 

Thu closiiig exercises of the session 
were held Saturday morning. These of- 
ficers were elected for the ensuiug year: 
President, E. J. Goodwin, priucipal of 


Newton High school; vice-presidents, 
Bryson Gross, E'izaheth D. Gardner of 
Boston, Enoch G. Adams of Nowbury- 
port; recording secretary and treasurer, 
William F. Bradbury, of Cainbtidge; cor- 
responding secretary, Rest F. Curtis of 
Boston. 

After some discussion relative to the 
time and period of annual sessions, it 
was voted to request the executive com- 
mittee, if in its judgment it was deemed 
advisable, to hold single instead of two- 
day sessions hereafter. Tho delegates 
plaoed themselves on record as favoring 
tho week in April beginning with the 
first Monday of that month as a future 
time for holding the annual meeting. 

Following the transact! m of huainess 
a paper on “Ethical Values Classics 
Versus .Science” was read by Mr. S. 
Warren Davis of Newton. The natural 
sciences, said the speaker, are concerned 
primarily with the laws that govern tho 
extern it world, and servo as a means to 
uplift the inner life of man in so far only 
as their subject matter is invested by mau 
himself with (esthetic or ethical import. 
The ethical value of a subject, he con- 
tinued, is determined by tbe power of 
that subject to inspire right feelings and 
incite tho right action. Ethical values 
form no inconsiderable part of educa- 
tional values, taken ns a whole, blit 
plainly constitute a larger part of this 
whole in some subjects than in others. 
No time more than the present, and no 
country more than our own has felt the 
influence of utilitarian doctrines. The 
first question asked about a subject of 
study in the sobools is: “Will it he use- 
ful iu life?” 

If tbe words useful and life wore 
not perverted aud narrowed in the query 
no objection could be urged against it. 
But when useful in lifo means directly 
helpful in gaining dollars and cents, 
when the life is not regarded as more 
than moat, it is a fitting rime to protest 
against the thought which prompts the 
question. 

It is because the study of the natural 
sciences is popularly believed to lie use- 
ful iu this narrower sense that many 
parents desiie their sons to receive what 
is called a scientific education, I would 
not attempt to disparage the education- 
al value of Datural science. In cultivating 
habits of accuraie observation and inves- 
tigation, it is an essential of the criticism 
of lifo or cultture. Few, however will 
undertake to deny the high educational 
valvo of such studies as physics, chem- 
istry and botany. 

Teachers of classics have sometimes 
been accused of clinging too fondly to 
old traditions and it is claimed bv some 
that they satisfy Douglas Jerrold’s def- 
initiou of a conservative. I maintain 
that culture has an ethic d moment and 
that science can contribure but little of 
this side of our knowledge “of the best 
that Iras beeu thought nud said in the 
world.” 

A recent essay on the educational 
value of natural soienco declares the 
study of science to be “humanitarian.” 
The writer quotes with approval the fol- 
lowing remarkable statement of an 
American author of scientific works: 
“Tho aims of scieuce are distinctly ben- 
eficent. its spirit is that of charity and 
human kindness. Its mission is noble, 
inspiring, consolatory, lifting tho mind 
above the gross contacts of life, preser- 
ing aims which are at once practical, 
humanitarian aud spiritually elevating.” 
Let us see what evidonce we can bring 
in regard to the “noble and inspiring” 
mission of science and its “spiritually 
elevating” aims? Let Charles Darwin 
testify from his own experience: 

“1 have said that in one respect my 
mind has changed during the last twenty 
or thirty years. Up to the age of 30, or 
beyond it, poetiy gave me great pleas- 
ure and even as a schoolboy, I took in- 
teuse delight in Shakespeare, especially 
in the historical plays. Formerly pic- 
tures gave me considerable, and music 
very great delight. But now for mauy 
years I cannot endure to read a Hue of 
poetry; I have tried lately to read 
Shakespeare aud found it bo intolerably 
dull that it nauseated me. I have also 
dmost lost my taste for pictures or 
music. My mind seems to have become 
a kind of machine for grinding out ot 
large collections of facts, but why this 
should have caused the atrophy of that 
part of the brain alone on which the 
higher tastes depend, l cauuot conceive. 
The loss of these tastes is a loss of hap 
piness and may possibly he injurious to 
the intellect aud, more probably, to thp 
moral chaiacter by enfeebling the emo- 
tional part of our nature.” — D.uwiu's 
Autobiography. 

This is Darwin’s testimony. Tho story 
of his own life is told with charming 
frankness. It reveals a gentle, loving, 
beautiful character. We admire his 
character, we are charmed by the nature 
of the man, hut as we turn the pages ol 
his biography wo feel that the one 
missing principle is the spiritual ele- 
ment; aud this principle is the foundu- 
tiou of tbe higher life and forms the 
uoblest part of the human uature. 

The author of a much read novel in 
apologizing for the story be is telling, 
speaks of Litiu and Greek as “highly 
improper languages, deservedly dead, 
in which pagau bards who sh mid have 
kuowti better, have sung the lilt by loves 
of their gods and goddesses.” The only 
commeut required is o apply to the man 
who could write such words, the remark 
that Prof. Goodwiu, iu his recent essay 
on tho educatiounl values of the ancient 
cl tssics, used iu nuother couuection— 
“He is saved from mot tidcation ouly by 
his lack of the knowledge which he 
needs to understand his own ignorance.” 
No one who kuows Homer calls him im- 
pure. In this matter everything depends 
upon the spirit or tone of the wiiter. 

Ouly the languages cuu be pioperly 
called dead iu which nothing living has 
beeu writieu. It the olassiu languages 
are dead, they yet speak to us aud with 
a clearer voice thau that of any living 
tongue. If their language is dead, yet 
th lite a'uro it eiohri ies is r mioed 
ttithnieas perhaps uo other wn.ings 
except Shakespeare's ever wus or over 
will be. They call upon us to witness 
the successes aud the failures of two of 
the most wonderful nations llieeuith 
has even seeu— one ot them u people 
that solved for i tat- If aud for nr. idem 
civilization many piobhms of law aud 
government; the other a uatinu that ul 
most unaided attained to such perfection 
in sculpture, architecture, poetry aud 
eloquence that its achievements are to- 
day the models uud the wonder of the 

wold. 

President Capeti of Tufts College was 
introduced at the conclusion ul the lead- 
ing of Mr. Davis’ paper. He commenced 
h> saying that so lai us his uu ecideuts 
uud traditions were concerned, he stood 
ou the side so ably and eloquently joe 
seuted by the gentleman who preceded 
linn.

Wh know what type of man the old 
methods of < ulturn produced. We mny 
ask whether the new method can ac- 
complish anything like U? We do not. 
know, and m iy not for fifty or even a 
hundred years. Nevertheless, we enter 
upon these new methods with confidence 
believing that they are right, and, If 
right, will yield the best results. 

Science deals with things as they are, 
the actualities of existence. The scion 
tifio student must lie candid and judi- 
cious. He must he absolutely faithful 
in every detail, and never consider his 
woik completed until every detail is 
completed. That leads to patience and 
devotion, concentration is perhaps not 
too large a word. In that respeot, is not 
the scientific investigator, or student 
following the line that runs parallel to 
that of the moralist? 

The scientific man is investigating the 
hai monies of tho universo. He recog- 
nizes sequences, and that leads up to 
the idea of cause nud effect. Here you 
are identically on the same lines with 
tho moralist. Science, you may say. 
excludes the spiritual, but I do not think 
so. Wo must remember that we meat 
the beginning of t he scientific movement. 
In some things that science ha« estao- 
Itshed, she has surely taken her position 
on the spiritual side.

Bion of President Capen’s temarks, aud 
at its close it was voted to adjourn.

The Cost of our Schools. 

To the Editor of the Qraimiic:— 

Id my letter of tbe 15’h inst. I spoke 
of the importance to tbe city of main- 
ing a high character in its school in- 
struction as a means of influencing the 
class of settlers who may be attracted 
to come among us. 

The question has now been raised 
whether the great cost of the school 
system does not so burden the taxpayer, 
that he who has already completed the 
education of his children, or who has no 
children, may in preference choose a 
different home? 

I have therefore taken from the last 
report (Dec. 1894) of the State Board of 
Education, tbe figures showing the com- 
parative cost, to the taxpayer, of the 
public school system iu the twelve cities 
of the state having a population of be- 
t weon 20,000 and 40,000, as uamed iu your 
editorial of April 12th. I have arranged 
the cities in progressive order, aud the 
figures indicate the cost of the schools 
for each $1000 of property valuation: 

New Be i ford. $2.74; Newton, $2 82; 
Salem, $3.20; Holyoke, $3 40; Clu-ls a, 
$3 41 ; Somerville, $3,44; Ilaverbill, $3,70; 
Fitchburg, $3.72; Malden. $3 75; Tauu- 
ton. $3.91; Gloucester, $3 02; Brockton, 
$4.03 

That is, if a man moves from Newton 
to Salem, be will have to pay for tbe 
support of tbe school* $1 13 for every 
dollur that he now pays. If tie moves to 
Somerville the payment ot every dollar 
for schools will oe increased to $1.22, oi 
if he goes to Brockton he will pay $1 43 
where he now pays $1.00. 

New Bedford is the only city on tbe 
list where the schools do not cost more 
than they do here; and there the condi- 
tions are exceptional. The school sea- 
son is two weeks less thau ours. With a 
population nearlv double outs they have 
but 3S0 high school pupils to our 012, and 
tbe city is relieved of tbe cost of educa- 
ting 2S37 pupils who attend private 
schools, while the private schools of 
Newton have hut 213 pupils. 

I conclude that, we need uot fear auy 
great begira from our city on account ot 
excessive school tax.

This led to a correspondence 
between tho separated ones, and learn- 
ing that Mrs. Grnenmeier had scoured 
a divorce Gruenmeier went to her. The 
scene described above resulted. Mrs. 
Gruenmeier took her daughter to seo 
her father, and for the first time in four 
years the little family was reunited. 
Ho returns to tho Windy City to wind 
up his businoss affairs, after which he 
will remarry his wife.

Now that the West Eutl company has 
applied for a 5W-yeat lease of the Bostou 
subway, tbe most formidable objection 
to its ooustiuction is removed. Tbe 
proposition ou the part of the West End 
provides for tbe paymeut of tbe iuterest 
on tbe bonds aud also carties with it tbe 
responsibility ot creating a sinking fund 
tbat shall wipe out tbe indebtedness 
when tbe securities mature at tbe eud 
of 40 yeurs. it cau also be stated tbat 
tbe West Eud is not the ouly iuterest 
tbat is ready to take the subway off the 
bunds of tbe commission ou its com- 
pletion, at a figure tbat will meet all 
obligations imposed by tbe legislative 
act. Tbe West End’s application, how- 
ever, will not be acted upou for some 
time, or until tbe commission bus ab- 
solute assurance that Beacon bill is uot 
to put its veto uuou tit h work. 

The Board of Health is to make a 
sanitary inspection of all the bouses aud 
other buildings iu tbe city, iu the inter* 


80 engineers, soldiers aud laborers, has 
been engaged in resurveyiug tho bound- 
ary lino between the United States 
and Mexico from El Paso, Tex., to San 
Diego, Cal. Tho work is practically 
finished, aud a corps of draftsmen iu 
now busy at the government building 
iu Sun Diego completing tho final and 
summary maps, profiles nnd details of 
tho labors of the commission. The sur- 
vey has covered mure than 700 miles. 

The commission has rebuilt the 52 
early boundary monuments aud set up 
200 inoro at an expense of about $80,- 
000. The new monuments consist of an 
iron sbuft, bearing the lotters “U. H ” 
on the north side aud tho word “Mexi- 
canu” ou the south side. 

A few weeks ago another oouimission, 
known as tbe international boundary 
(water) commission, started upon the 
work of re-in veviiig tho boundary line 
between Mexico and the United States 
along tbe Rio Grande from El Paso cust 
to tbe gulf ot Mexico. It will probably 
not finish its labors for three years. It 
will set up a chain of monuments situilur 
to thoftu er> 't il from El Paso westward.

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KEWTON CIVIL SERVICE REFORM* 

ANNUAL MF-KTINO OF TUP. SOCIETY HEM) 
MONDAY EVENING. 

The annual meeting of the Newton 
Civil Service Reform Association was 
bold in the English end Classical school- 
fa »use, West Newton, Monday evening. 
Tne following officers were elected: 

President, Henry Lambert.; vice-presi- 
dents, K. U. Haskell, Edwin P. Seaver, 
Nathaniel T. Allrn, Wrrren P. Tyler, 
Joseph R. Leeson, Frauds George Curtis 
and Georgo H. Ellis; directors, R. L. 
Bridgbhm, D. C. Heath, Thomas H. 
Fitzpatrick. Geonre E. Gilbert. Edwin F. 
Kimball, F. F. Raymond; treasurer, H. 
E. Rotbfold; secretary, James P. Tol- 
man. 

Various reports were read. That of 
the secretary was an interesting docu- 
ment and is appended. 

April 22, 1805. 
At the date of our last annual meeting 
we had a membership of 308. Siuce then 

have received 5 new members and 
nave lost 3 by death, makiug a net gain 
of 5 and a present membership of 310. 

One of our deceased membeis, Judge 
Pe.er Thacher, was an original member 
of the association having been with us 
d iring the eutire 14 years of our exist- 
ence. Throughout the declining yeats 
o a long life he maintained his interest 
in the progress of our reform and his be- 
lief in its efficacy. 

Our latest loss has been in the death 
of the Houorable Leverctt Saltonstall. 
His name has headed our list of vice- 
presidents since 1880, and has never 
ceased to reflect credit upon our organi- 
zation, and upon his own profession of 
principles. Called upon Jo fill a politi- 
cal office at a time when bis party had 
been long proscribed in the distribution 
of the minor places, he did not, under 
solicitation, forget the convictions 
formed at a time when he occupied the 
position of a calm observer, but retired 
after his four years of service, a shining 
example of an officer who remembered 
that service to his party should not be 
forgotten in service to his country. 

Since the last annual meetiug the sec 
retary has corresponded with Collector 
Warreu, concerning a report that he in- 
tended to recognize party services in his 
appointments to office: with Congress- 
man McCall thanking him for his speech 
May 23d;— with the Boston Herald con- 
cerning an editorial on the civil service— 
with Senator Lodge, in recognition of 
his service in securing to the Civil Ser- 
vice Com mission a clerical force of its 
own — with Senator Hoar concerning th*- 
post office in one of the Newtons— with 
the Mass. Civil Service commission con- 
cerning the adoptiou of the classified 
sys'em in our cities— with Civil Service 
Commissioner Roosevelt, in recognition 
of his speech at Harvard— and with 

Postmaster General Uissel, thanking him 
for the aid done our cause by the expres- 
sions in his Anuual Report aud later con 
• cerning retirement from office. 

The secretary also, by vote of the Ex- 
ecutive committee j lined with the Chair- 
man of the Executive Commission in ad- 
dressing a letter to Attorney General Oi- 
ney in recognition of his order to district 
attorneys to keep out oflcampaigD work 
The eniire executive committee joined 
with President Lambert in addressing a 
letter of thanks to President Cleveland 
when he made seveial successive addi- 
tions of large number* of puolic em- 
ployes to the classified Service last fall. 

The officers of the association have re- 
cently j fined iu a letter t<* the Public 
Service Commi tee of the Legislature re- 
questing unfavorable actiou on the Vet- 
eran’s Preleience Bill. 

A year ag • we h id occasion to con- 
gratulate oursi-lves upon the classifica- 
tion under Civil Seivice Rules of the 
labor aud mechanical service of the high 
way department of our city. It. is grati- 
fying to be able to report a still further 
increase, and since Nov. 1st last, the en- 
tire labor aid mechanical service of all 
departments in our city has been classi- 
fied under civil neivice rules. This te- 
sult was obtained by the voluntary ac- 
tion of our city goveruineut under the 
provisions of the state law. It is much 
to our satisfaction that this favorable 
action was taken piiucipallv under the 
leadership of an officer of this associa- 
tion, oue who does not forget iu his 
present exalted po itiou as the chief 
magistrate ot our city, (be principles aud 
couvictions which appealed to him wbeu 
oul of office. After tbiee successive 
years of presentation of the subj-ct be 
finally secured au almost unanimous 
vote of the city council. Now every de- 
partment of our city service, except the 
fire department aud the school service is 
under civil service yiles. 

In the sta e of ^Massachusetts, our 
civil service law, having beeu designed 
aud administered honestly and for the 
public good has always worked Well. 
It is however regularly subj cted to leg- 
islative raids, aud considerable watching 
is required to prevent the law being so 
changed as to uullify its effect vo provi- 
sions. Although war veterans have un- 
der the present law the greatest prefer- 
ence iu appoiutmeut aud retention in 
service that it seems possible to permit 
while exercising any care to pieveut the 
absolute detnoraliz itiou of the service, 
there was recently unanimously reported 
from the public service commi tee a new 
Veteran’s Preference bill. This bill was 
repotted wit bout any public notice or 
bearings. Under the provisions of the 
bill it would have beeu practically im- 
possible for auy pei&ou, not a veteran, to 
attain to any appointive office iu the ser- 
vice of this state; the exceptions ouly 
being made where female seivice was re- 
quired or iu the police aud fire depart- 
ments, where the age limit would ob- 
tain. By timely actiou on the part of 
civil sei vice ret >rmeis the hill was re- 
ferred hack to the committee, who have 
siuce given a hearing, aud reported that 
the bill ought not to pass, it is expected 
to come up iu the House this week aud 
it is greatly to be hoped that it will fad 
of pussage. 

In the IJuited service there has beeu 
considerable progress iu our reform dur- 
ing the year. In the spriug there was 
mude iu Cougress the annual attempt to 
destroy the woik of t lie civil service 
commission by witboldiug its appropria- 
tions. This movement was successful iu 
the committee of the whole of (he 
House, but the great outcry it occasioned 
showed easily that the reform system 
has the public confidence aud the actiou 
of the committee was reversed by the 
House. Not ouly was the usual appro- 
priation made, but through the iuteili- 
gent advocacy of Senator Lodge, Cou- 
gress nut the eutire clerical force of the 
commission upon its own rosier aud pay 


roll instead of causing the work to be I 
done by clerks detailed from other de- j 
partmenta a* heretofore. Thi* is ii most 
complete recognition of the perm men *v 
of the system and is the most strongly 
favorable action by Congress since the 
pnsssage of the civil service law. 

President Cleveland, by order in No- 
vember and December added about 5000 
places to the classified lists, belt g the 
largest, extension undertaken for several 
years. 

Several members of the cabinet have 
made favorable expressions concerning 
the system in their annual reports and 
Secretary Carlisle alone, iu tho Cabinet, 
seems to wilfully trample upon the 
rights of the people bv the frequent ap- 
pointment of notoriously unfit, persons 
to positions of high responsibility in rec- 
ognition of party work. 

Rv the adoption of a new constitution 
in New York stato on Nov. 0, it is made 
mandatory upon the legislature to adopt 
the merit system of appointments 
throughout the state aui its sub divi- 
sions, even down to villages. Legislation 
designed to meet this end ia now iu pro- 
gress. Meantime the state commission 
has been reorganized and the abuses in 
the operation of the old law straightened 
out; and it seems as if New York were 
going to have civil service reform in the 
place of the sham which has been going 
by that name. 

Chicago has this montli voted for the 
adoption of a strong civil service law for 
the city, by a majority of nearly 50,000. 
This is a very notable triumph. The 
vote was latge aud the discussion was 
hot, both sides going strongly into the 
canvass on this distinct issue. The sep- 
aration was not made on partisan lines. 
There were barrel-head and wagon 
speeches, brass bands, etc, aud the issuo 
was so clear that it offers a decided proof 
that, the reform has reached a popular 
acceptance. 

The civil service movement has active- 
ly sprung up in the city of St. Paul; aud 
the long defunct association iu Cincin- 
natti has beeu reorganized and commen- 
ced active work. 

Municipal Reform Leaguos and Good 
Government clubs are springing into 
being in all parts of the country. 

To sum up. the pist year lias been a 
great one for the progress of the reform; 
but every step of progress opens new 
paths of need, and the enthusiasm of the 
reformers and all the ardor of tlieir cou- 
victions are needed and should be kept 
vigorous and alert.

To the Honorable Senate and House 
of Representatives of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts in Geueral court as- 
sembled : 

The Newton Civil service reform asso- 
ciation respect! ully remonstrates against 
the passage of the Veteran’s Preference 
BUI, so-called (House DucumeutNo 1040) 
aud urges that it be rejected by this 
legislature as is recommended by the 
committee on public service but it 
desires such reference by far in prefer- 
ence to the passage of the bill. The as- 
hociation respectfully repieseuts that the 
bill is a serious blow at the efficiency of 
the service due to the public by officers 
in the employ of the state and of the 
cities and that it requires from the statu 
and cities favors which will never be 
asked for by those who are filled with 
the spirit of the men who gave their 
lives for the country during the war of 
the rebellion. The effect of the bill will 
be to demoralize the public service as far 
as itapplies, and it is an insult to tho 
character of those who have once risked 
themselves for the good of the state. 
We appeal to you to regard these serious 
aspects of the bill and to defeat it for 
the sake of the public aud of the veterans 
whom it is mistakably supposed to beu- 
rfit. 

The following resolutions were adop- 
ted on the death of Hon. Leverett Sal 
tonstall : 

The Newton Civil Service Reform As- 
sociation learns with deep regret of the 
death of ttie Hon. Leverett Saltonstall. 
He was one ot our vice presidents from 
the first organization of the association 
and has always been a warm friend of 
Civil Service Reform. He has honored 
every public office that he has filled, and 
by his manly and upright course and 
affable hearing lias won the respect nnd 
esteem of all who knew him. We feel 
that the death of such a mau is a public 
loss, and we wish to put on record this, 
our tribute of respect for his memory 
and our regret for his loss.

BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 


‘ THE GODS, SOME MORTALS AND LORD 
WICKENHAM." 

This is the rather cumbrous title of a 
new novel by John Oliver Hobbs, author 
of "Some Emotious and a Moral," etc., 
which has just been published iu attrac- 
tive form by D. Appleton & Co. It tells 
of the hard fortune that befel a popular 
London physician, a man who won suc- 
cess in bis profession by the hardest kind 
of work, aud who naturally might have 
expected to have found some happiuess 
iu life, as ho observed the moral laws, 
and did as near right as he knew how. 
But his life was ruined by bis marriage 
to a woman who bad nothing but her 
beauty to recommend her, and was in 
heart and character a frank pagan. As 
a boy he had an unhappy home, and 
fouud even worse things iu his married 
life. The author is evidently a woraau, 
iu spite of her masouliue pseudonym, 
aud the hero is a woman’s hero, with a 
tendency after romantic ideals, and little 
knowledge of the practical, in spite of 
his profession. Ho could hardly have 
been happy, even had he married the 
rather shadowy heroine, who is drawn in 
rather uusuhstantial form, but no m in 
could have lived with the woman his 
own folly gave him as a wife, who is 
portrayed as without a single redeeming 
trait. The author does not have a very 
high opinion of her sex, as there is not 
a single worthy female character in the 
book, and the result is rather depress- 
jng to the reader. The story, however, 
is well werked out. and never fligs in 
interest. Some of the so nes are very 
strongly diawu, and tho book belongs to 
the popular realistic school of fiction. 

THE MARRIAGE OF ESTHER. 

Mr. Guy Bootbby, author of "Oa the 
Wnllaby," has writteu a uew novel called 
"The Marriage of Esther." which has 
just come out in Appletons’ Town aud 
Country Library. Mr. Bootbby, who 
comes from Australia, has entered the 
first rank of autipodean writers of ro- 
mance, and the dramatic situations and 
sustained interest of this new romance 
will enjarge bis circle of readers.

There is no desire to ask for 
uuneeesbury or expensive outlay for new 
buildings, hut a general feeling that ad 
dltlouarrooiu should he added to the Rice 
school, siitlieient to give accommodation 
to the scholars now there, and also ail,, 
reasonable iucrea-e of i opulatiou. We 
understand that an effort is to be made to 
have the city government build such neces- 
sary additional iooiu as may be necessary 
during the summer, so as to have it ready 
for the fall term.
